HEN THE UNITED States 
launched cruise missiles at targets 
in Sudan and Afghanistan last 
| week, most Americans felt apprehension, 
not relief. Osama bin Laden, the man 
| thought to be behind the embassy bombings 
| in Kenya and Tanzania, had declared a holy 
| war on America (and Americans). He has 
many millions at his disposal, 
and his stated goal is maxi- 
mal: to destroy the “Great Sa- 
tan.” As the Phoenix went to 
press, details were emerging 
about a fatal bombing, possi- 
bly retaliatory, in a Planet 
Hollywood restaurant in 
| South Africa. The atmosphere 
is that of a long war, just be- 
ginning. 

Yet as the nation grapples 
with how best to respond to 
this dangerous new world, it is essential to 

| remember that terrorism doesn’t just threat- 
en lives. It also threatens liberty. 

The risk to American lives is certainly real 
and growing. Technological advances are 
bringing the tools of mass destruction closer 
and closer to the hands of zealots and mad- 
men. Deadly chemicals (such as nerve gas) 
| and biological agents (such as anthrax) are 
| disturbingly easy to produce, and the equip- 
ment needed to turn them into weapons is

GALLUCCIO RESPONDS 


| | am writing to you to clear up the “mys- 
teries” alleged by my opponent [Alice Wolf] 
in last week’s article titled “The Mystery of 
Galluccio Associates.” First, as an attorney, 
and on behalf of my mother, who is the cor- 
porate clerk and treasurer of Galluccio As- 
sociates, I would like to state for the record 
that Galluccio Associates has done nothing 
improper with regard to the filing of re- 
quired paperwork with the Secretary of 
State’s Office. Prior to June 15, 1998, Gal- 
luccio Associates existed as an unincorpo- 
rated nonprofit association, which is quite 
common. A letter dated August 21, 1998, 
from Laurie Flynn, director of the corpora- 
tions division of the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, confirms that “unincorporated 
nonprofit associations do not file with this 
office regardless of whether they are tax ex- 
empt.” In other words, only corporations 
need file with the Secretary of State. Once 
Galluccio Associates made the decision to 
incorporate, it properly filed with the Secre- 





tary of State under Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 180, which is also confirmed 
in the letter from Ms. Flynn. 

In four years, Galluccio Associates has 
made direct donations of $14,020 to support 
thousands of Cambridge kids in diverse or- 
ganizations such as youth centers, communi- 
ty schools, dance groups, the high-school 





becoming more and more accessible. Nucle- 
ar know-how continues its gradual diffu- 
sion. Even ballistic-missile technology, 
which could give rogue nations the ability to 
target the American heartland, is spreading. 

Indeed, terrorists have already used a 
weapon of mass destruction in an attack. 
The 1995 nerve gas attack in the Tokyo 
subway killed 12 and in- 
jured thousands. If the as- 
sault had not been badly 
botched, many more would 
have been killed. 

Clearly we need to re- 
spond. Clearly we need to re- 
think how to prevent more 
attacks and how to prepare 
for the consequences should 
prevention fail. 

But in reacting, we must 
not hand victory to the ter- 
rorists. “Counterterrorism” can easily be- 
come a rationale for restricting our free- 
doms as citizens. One needn’t be a believer 
in government conspiracies to take this 
threat seriously: just look to our own past. 
During World War II, Japanese-Americans 
were rounded up and placed in detention 
camps, their race their only “crime.” During 
the deepest freeze of the Cold War, Senator 
Joseph McCarthy spearheaded a ruinous 
search for reds in our midst. The Reagan 


chess club, the Cambridge Camping Associa- 
tion, and youth sports leagues for hockey, 
baseball, football, and basketball.

ways to stop utilities, insurance companies, 
banks, and health care prof- 
iteers from having their way 
on Beacon Hill. 

I am extremely proud of 
what Galluccio Associates 
has accomplished in the lives 
of young people, and I hope 
that more elected officials 
will consider forming this 
type of organization. Galluc- 
cio Associates helps kids, 
and I am proud of that 
record.

administration sent agents to infiltrate orga- 
nizations that opposed American policy in 
Central America. In each case, the threat of 
terrorism was used to undermine our demo- 
cratic institutions. 

There is a more subtle danger. After the 
bombing of the Oklahoma federal building, 
suspicious eyes were turned on Arab-Ameri- 
cans everywhere. (The plot of a controver- 
sial new movie, Siege, takes this theme to 
the extreme: after a series of bombings in 
New York City, Arab-Americans are round- 
ed up en masse.) The hatred that moves ter- 
rorists to kill is highly infectious. 

The question before the nation, then, is 
not simply how to respond to the specter of 
terrorism. It is how to best to balance two 
fundamental, and often opposing, needs — 
security and liberty. 

Perhaps the most poignant image of the 
week was that of the Washington Monu- 
ment. All around, construction workers 
were lowering pale concrete barriers into 
place. The symbolism was obvious to any- 
one who saw it: an America that, even in its 
capital, has suddenly become vulnerable. 
But the picture also stood as a reminder of 
what we must not become: paranoid, 
closed-in — defeated. &

“I’m not a political guy; I've never 
publicly endorsed a candidate before. 
But I’m proud to be voting for Chris 
Gabrieli on September 15, and I hope 
you will be, too.” 

Those are the words of acclaimed 
school principal Roger Harris in a 
recent flier in support of Gabrieli’s bid 
to replace Representative Joseph 
Kennedy as the congressman from the 
Eighth District. The flier, as well as the 
TV commercial in which Harris also 
appears, has raised some eyebrows in 


Harris (who did not 
return the Phoenix’s phone 
calls) was never one to 
hold back on his 
frustrations while in the 
public schools, but he was 
nonetheless closely 
identified with one of the 
gems in the city’s system, 
and therefore with the 
potential for improving 
public education. His 
defection to the charter

MBTA hypocrisy on trial 


The MBTA seems to be tripping 
over its own policies these days. 
When the T’s second in command, 
Phil Puccia, attempted to justify the 
firing of the T’s top female executive 
last fall, he testified 
that he didn’t think 
she had what it 
takes to do her job. 
Then he was forced 
to admit that he 
didn't, either. 

Just three days 
after Roberta 
Edwards, former 
chief administrative 
officer for the 
MBTA, filed a 
complaint with the

he worked for Kerasiotes

maintaining that she was a repeated 
victim of prejudice as a black woman, 
Edwards was removed from her job. 
After she went public with her story 
(“Disregarding Women,” News, 
January 23), Puccia, the MBTA’s 
deputy general manager and one of 
the two executives named in 
Edwards’s MCAD complaint, sued 
Edwards for defaming him when she 
described him as a racist and a 
harasser. 

Edwards's fight to clear her name 
and get her job back is still pending, 
but Puccia’s defamation case is 
under way. During sworn testimony in 
the case, Puccia said he “had 
concerns as to whether Edwards's 
limited administrative experience was 
sufficient for the role into which she 
was being hired,” according to Sarah 
Wunsch of the American Civil 
Liberties Union. Edwards had worked 
for the National Railroad Passenger 


chief of staff at the 
MBTA and eventually became 
deputy general manager. In his 
testimony, Puccia acknowledged 
that in his previous jobs, he did not 
supervise any staff on a daily basis. 

The ACLU has submitted a 

“friend of the court” memorandum 
supporting Edwards, and this fall a 
hearing is expected before Norfolk 
Superior Court on Edwards’s 
lawyer's request to dismiss Puccia’s 
lawsuit. “Most public officials have 
learned that tolerating criticism of 
their performance is a part of their 
job,” says Wunsch, explaining why 
the ACLU has decided to back 
Edwards. “Philip Puccia’s response, 
to sue his critic, poses a danger to 
First Amendment freedoms and will 
deter others from speaking out 
publicly. If this case is allowed to 
continue, it will set a dangerous 


precedent.”

The Globe cuts 
Jon Keller loose 


Among the few bright spots on the Boston Globe's 
generally dreary op-ed pages are the contributions of 
freelancers John Ellis and Jon Keller. Ellis, a business 
consultant and nephew of George Bush, is a 
moderate-to-conservative political junkie with a sure 
command of the national (and, to a lesser extent, the 
state) electoral scene. Keller, who covers politics for 
WLVI-TV (Channel 56), is a centrist who writes 
authoritatively about such middle-class issues as the 
politics of education reform. 

So naturally, when the Globe decided to bring Ellis 
on staff and have him write two columns a week instead 
of one, it dumped Keller to make room. On a paper 
loaded with superannuated staff columnists, it was the 
freelancer who had to go. 

“| like his work and | like him,” says editorial-page 
editor David Greenway of Keller. “I've got nothing but 
respect for his column.” 

Now, it’s true that | worked with Keller when he wrote 
for the Phoenix, and that | like him. But personal 
relationships aside, nearly all of his Globe pieces were 
built on actual reporting — something in desperately 
short supply on the op-ed page. And even the 
columnists who do report — principally David Nyhan 
and Tom Oliphant — are so tanked up to liberal 
Democrats that everything they write is subject to an 
automatic 10 percent discount (20 percent in Oliphant’s 
case). 

Perhaps Keller's omnipresence grated on Greenway. 
In addition to his work for Channel 56 and the Giobe, 
Keller is a commentator on WBZ Radio (AM 1030) and 
a contributor to Boston magazine. But if his Globe 
editors ever believed they weren't getting his best work, 
or if they felt queasy about, say, his over-the-top attack 
piece on Marjorie Clapprood in Boston, Keller says he 
never heard about it. 

“I’m grateful for the space they gave me over the past 
five years,” Keller says. “I enjoyed it.” 

No doubt a lot of Globe readers did, too. But who 


cares what they think?

— always seemed more 
interested in being left 
alone than in 
contributing to the 
commonweal. 

But Madelyn 
Boudreaux, a 28-year- 
old goth from the 
notably ungothic burg 
of Salt Lake City, wants 
to change all that. After 
a wave of bad press 
surrounding the death 
of a young diabetic man 
at a goth party, 
Boudreaux is spreading 
the idea that, as she 
puts it on her Web site, 
“the next big thing is

goths as socially 
involved community 
volunteers en masse.” 
Hence Boudreaux’s 
Gothic Organization to 
Help in Community 
Service, or G.O.T.H.1.C.S., which has so far 
organized a project to crochet scarves for the 
poor, fundraisers for people with AIDS, and 
(this is not a joke) graveyard cleanups. Goths in 
Boudreaux’s circle have started bringing canned 
goods to club goth nights. But not everybody is 





buying the new image; officials from a battered 
women’s shelter rejected Boudreaux’s offer to 
raise funds at a concert 
because they didn’t want 
to be associated with the 
group. And industrial 
kids in Salt Lake City 
are deriding the well- 
meaning children of 
darkness as “gothic 
hippies,” a charge that 
rankles the crushed- 
velvet crowd. 

“We always deride 
hippies,” Boudreaux 
points out, a bit 
defensively. “We have 
nothing in common with 
them.” 

Still, there is 
something slightly, well, 
not gothic about the 
very existence of a 
mission statement 
(Boudreaux’s is 
displayed on her site, at 
http://www.xmission.com/ 
~gothics), with its aura 
of corporate culture and 
civic respectability. 
Although Boudreaux 
argues that 
respectability is a

Unknown 
soldier

down, go to a black barber shop.” 

It is a warm Thursday afternoon, and 
Alex Rodriguez, 57, candidate for the Eighth 
Congressional District, is hitting as many 
barber shops as he can find (and every store 
in between). They’re all in his old South End 
neighborhood — where he lived for 30 
years, where he made his reputation as a civil 
rights and housing activist, and where he 
now rents space in a big house on Rutland 
Square, the same street where he brought up 
his three children. 

He steps into an old barber shop on 
Tremont Street, where he used to get his 
own hair cut, back in the day. But he hasn’t 
been groomed here recently. Nor has anyone 
else, by the looks of the place. A thick layer 
of dust covers everything, from the huge, 
long-dormant fan in the corner to the 
makeshift, mismatched curtains that close 
off the back of the store. Stuffing bursts 
from the three swivel chairs lined before the 
mirrors, despite reams of gaffer’s tape meant 
to keep it in. This is the Miss Havisham’s 
parlor of barber shops. 

Rodriguez’s challenge in these waning 
weeks of the campaign (the primary is 
September 15) is to prevent his candidacy 
from being seen as stuck in another 
decade, too. Despite his last-place showing 
in several published polls, he has solid 
credibility with store owners in Lower Rox- 
bury. They remember him from neighbor- 
hood meetings and civil rights marches; 
from his time as an organizer at the United 
South End Settlements community cen- 
ters; from his 11 years on the Massachu- 
setts Commission Against Discrimination 
(MCAD); from his 20 years on the Ward 4 
Democratic Committee. 

But he is still pretty much an unknown in 
the rest of the district, despite his provoca- 
tive attempts to elicit public acknowledgment 
of his candidacy. These efforts have included 
some direct jabs at the other candidates, as 
well as a press conference to take the media 
to task for not covering the minority candi- 
dates (Rodriguez is Puerto Rican). Like for- 
mer mayor Ray Flynn, Rodriguez is defined 
by his history. But that history looms 
nowhere near as large as the current front- 
runner’s. It’s not sufficiently well known to 
mitigate a four-year absence from the local 
political scene (while Flynn was in the Vati- 
can, Rodriguez was in Washington as deputy 
assistant secretary of the treasury). 

Still, it’s the engine that drives his cam- 


i YOU REALLY want to get the low- 


paign: if this day of barber-shop visits and 
neighborhood nostalgia is any indication, 
Rodriguez’s candidacy for the Eighth is 
much more about how well his past qualifies 
him for Congress than about what he’ll do 
once he gets there. 


ODRIGUEZ PROUDLY presents every 

potential voter he meets with a grainy 
copy of a photograph from 1965. In it, Dr. 
Martin Luther King is surrounded by folks 
taking part in the Great March on Boston 
Common, which began a block or two from 
here. To the left of the frame is a young Ro- 
driguez, in skinny tie and toggle coat, 
working security for the civil rights leader. 

“Am I as good-looking as I used to be?” 
he asks the barber. 

“You got ugly,” the barber says. Ro- 
driguez goes to put him in a headlock, and 
they both laugh for a while. 

“Oh, but doesn’t he look congressional?” 
asks a Rodriguez worker. Rodriguez stands 
up straight and smooths down his dark pin- 
striped suit. 

“I try to look good. I try,” he says. This 
is true: minutes before, the candidate had 
downed a French Vanilla Slim-Fast instead 
of lunch. He dresses fastidiously. He 
makes liberal use of Chap Stick. And he 
avoids the sun. 

“You look like a Ted Kennedy,” says the 
barber, relenting, and Rodriguez seems hap- 
py enough with that. He heads back out into 
the neighborhood, shaking hands and hand- 
ing out those photographs. “There’s so 
much history here,” Rodriguez says of the 
Lower Roxbury neighborhood. “My four 
years away disconnected me a bit.” Just like 
Flynn, he says. “But,” he adds hopefully, “I 
think I got that back.” 

In an August 14 Boston Herald/WBZ 
poll, though, 45 percent of respondents said 
they didn’t recognize Rodriguez’s name 
(which he happens to share with the very 
famous Seattle Mariners shortstop). 
Rodriguez came in last in that poll, with 
1 percent of the 402 people surveyed saying 
they’d vote for him. Not surprisingly, the 
candidate takes issue with the survey sam- 
ple, maintaining that it was selected based 
on the low-turnout election of 1996 rather 
than from among the voters he expects to 
show up at the polls this time. 

Rodriguez allows that he doesn’t do well 
in the crowded candidates’ forums along- 
side the other nine Democratic contenders. 
“The forums don’t work for me because I 

















need three minutes more to say where I 
come from,” he says. He tries to cram it all 
in anyway, talking fast in that sandpaper 
voice, telling of his growing up, the 12th of 
13 children, in a family struggling in the 
wake of his father’s murder. 

Rodriguez has staked out territory to the 
left of most other Democratic contenders 
for Joe Kennedy’s seat. He has called for a 
$300,000 campaign-spending cap. He 
talks about the lunacy of military budgets, 
and of the need to cut them to fund other 
programs: fixing inequities in public hous- 
ing and education, increasing Section 8 
rental assistance, widening access to Head 
Start, training poor mothers in child-rear- 
ing. And he pushes his experience in the 
Treasury Department as proof that he can 
operate at the federal level. 

On July 28, Rodriguez heid a press con- 
ference to take the major local media to task 
for their negligible coverage of him and city 
councilor Charles Yancey, the only minority 
candidates in the race (Yancey is black). Re- 
cently, he has become even more combative, 
striking out at other candidates when he 
can. “I don’t talk about building a library 
when I mean a bookshelf with 300 books,” 
he said in a jab at John O’Connor at a recent 
press conference, before taking shots at 
Chris Gabrieli and Tom Keane. 
Confrontation is nothing new for 


Rodriguez. When he was with the MCAD, 
he and then-mayor Flynn clashed a few 
times, mostly because Rodriguez could be 
an outspoken critic of the city’s record on 
discrimination issues. When controversy 
erupted in the late ’80s over the fact that 
several housing projects were failing to in- 
tegrate, Rodriguez requested that state 
grants for the Boston Housing Authority 
be suspended. That did not win him many 
fans in City Hall. 


tion in turn was scuttled, probably by a sexual 
harassment charge brought against Ro- 
driguez by a clerk at the licensing commission 
just as he was poised to move to the federal 
level. The case was dismissed, but Rodriguez 
did allow that his comments — about a rela- 
tive’s menstruation and a paralyzed friend’s 
relief to discover sensation in his scrotum — 
might have been ill-advised. 

Rodriguez says the whole experience 
affirmed his faith in the process. Even

He left the MCAD in 1991 for the Cam- 
bridge Licensing Commission. At the same 
time, he announced his wish to run for 
statewide office within three years, a plan that 
was preempted by Rodriguez’s bid to become 
head of the federal Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission instead. But that ambi- 


though the harassment claim has dogged 
him since, “it was clearly a vindication for 
me,” he says. “The system works, because 
I know in my soul that nothing ever hap- 
pened in that charge.” 

That’s certainly looking on the bright 
side. Rodriguez got to Washington anyway, 
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albeit in another job. As a Treasury official, 
his campaign literature says, Rodriguez 
“helped President Clinton turn the Ameri- 
can economy around.” His impact on the 
economy was not as direct as that language 
makes it seem: he says he hardly ever met 
with Clinton, but that “dealing with the 
day-to-day administration of the Treasury, 
you’re part of the White House complex, 
and you execute a lot of the [policy].” 

That background, says Rodriguez, is one 
of his main qualifications for Congress, and 
his supporters cite it over and over. Indeed, 
he’s hanging his candidacy on it, and on 
the rest of his extensive résumé, more than 
on his plans for the future — much as 
Flynn has been doing. Rodriguez is calling 
in chits from years of advocacy in the 
neighborhood. 

But rightly or wrongly (well, wrongly, 
actually), Flynn’s legacy is powerful enough 
to push him into the seat. Rodriguez’s, on 
the other hand, barely registers outside the 
local community he has served — and that 
has served him — so well for decades. 

But if Rodriguez doesn’t win, he says, “I'll 
just go on and do something else. I’ve been 
doing something else my whole life, as my 
résumé shows.” +]

Dangerous 
silence

everything you own and 

moving to a foreign 
country. Your family and 
friends arc back in the US. 
You have very little educa- 
tion and no knowledge of 
the language spoken in 
your new homeland. Your 
only companionship is 
your husband. He is also 
your only link to the out- 
side world. Now imagine 
that he beats you, con- 
stantly reminds you that 
you have nowhere to turn, 
and threatens to kill you if 
you leave. 

To look at the available 
statistics, you might think 
that such scenarios arise 
rarcly in the local Asian 
community. According to 
the police, the number of 
reported domestic assault 
cascs among Asians is low. 
So low, says Sergeant De- 
tective Gladys Gaines, 
head of the Boston Police 
Department's Domestic 
Violence Unit, that the de- 
partment docsn’t kcep 
track. Mortality statistics 
are monitored, though, 
and over the past four 
years, an average of I 1 percent of Massa- 
chusctts residents killed by domestic vio- 
lence have been Asians. That's a very high 
percentage, Gaines says, considering that 
the Asian population of 182,481 makes 
up only 3 percent of the state’s total. “Al- 
though [reported] abuse cases are low, 
the high rate of deaths is a sure sign that a 
problem does exist,” says Gaines. The 
problem is that Asian victims don’t tell the 
authorities they're being abuscd until it is 
too late. 

“They [victims] will seek safety at shel- 
ters, but many return home and very few 
go to the police,” explains Gaines. 

Organizations working with Asian vic- 
tims of domestic abuse have more accu- 
rate statistics than law-enforcement agen- 
cies do. For instance, the number of vic- 
tims contacting the Boston-based Asian 
Task Force Against Domestic Violence — 
a grassroots movement geared toward ad- 
dressing the hidden issue of domestic 
abuse in the Asian community — contin- 
ues to grow. The caseload has increased 
70 percent since last year alone. In 1997, 
the number of cases jumped from 90 in 
January to 152 by December. By July of 
this year, the Task Force already had 182 
new cases. “And the ycar isn’t over yct,” 
warns Reverend Cheng Imm Tan, co- 
founder of the Task Force. 

And even those statistics probably un- 
derestimate the scope of the problem. 
“For every woman that calls the Task 
Force, it is estimated that there are three 
more women from whom we don’t hear,” 
says the Reverend Tan. “[Asian] women 
arc not reporting violence becausc the 
current system is not terribly accessible.” 

Indeed, barricrs of language and cul-

ture conspire to keep Asian women quiet. 
For instance, although some victims know 
that what is happening to them is wrong, 
many don’t know it is against the law. 
Tan explains that in countrics such as 
China, Burma, and India, it is acceptable 
for a man to hit his wife. “Many times 
people don’t realize domestic violence is a 
crime,” says Tan, who was the only full- 
time Asian advocate in the state 10 years 
ago. “It may not be illegal in their home 
countries.” 

“Barbara” is one victim who was un- 
awarc of her legal rights. The 34-ycar-old 
Chinese immigrant came to the US two 
years ago to join her new husband. She 
had married him in July of 1995, just two 
months after her sister set them up in 
China. At the time, he seemed very kind, 
she explains with the help of a translator. 

“In November of last year he began 
abusing me. At first it was emotional, but 
this spring it became physical,” says the 
young mother. “At that time | didn’t rcal- 
ize it was abuse. In China what he was 
doing to me was acceptable.” 

When Barbara askcd her sister back in 
China for advice, her husband's family, 
with whom the couple lived, was furious. 

On May 3 of this year, her husband, 
with the help of two of his brothers, phys- 
ically removed Barbara from the family 
home. When she refused to leave without 
her nine-month-old son, her husband 
threw her down the stairs. He twisted her 
arm, nearly breaking it, and punched her 
repeatedly in the face. Then he called the 
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police and had her arrested for intruding. § 


Barbara says she couldn't tell the police 
about his abuse for two reasons: they 
didn’t speak her language and, in her 
























country, police are not to be trusted. The 
charges against her were dropped, how- 
ever, and Barbara went to stay with an- 
other sister, who referred her to the shel- 
ter where she currently lives. 

Barbara’s naiveté about the law remains 
a very common problem, according to 
Quynh Dang, program director for the 
five-year-old Asian Shelter and Advocacy 
Project (ASAP), New England’s only 
shelter aimed at Asians. “There are 
refugee programs to educate incoming 
Asians about their rights, but they are 
rare and many have been cut,” explains 
Dang, a Vietnamese immigrant who has 
held her position at the shelter for two 
and a half years. “Unfortunately, immi- 
grants are in a different category. They 
are moving to the US by choice, so there 
are no structured programs people can 
turn to.” 

Even when victims want to seek help, 
language difficulties often prevent them 
from coming forward. More than 15 
Asian languages are spoken in this state, 
according to Tan, but it’s rare to find 
more than one or two of those languages 
spoken at police departments or shelters. 

The police have made some efforts to 
solve this problem. A federal grant was 
used three years ago to translate an infor- 
mation card on abuse law into 12 Asian 
languages. The card is distributed to shel- 
ters and victims to inform battered wom- 
en of their rights and provide them with a 
list of contacts they can turn to for help. 
And the Area C police station in Dorch- 
ester has a Vietnamese liaison, Tram 
Tran, on staff. 

“Tram Tran has made it so much easi- 
er for the Vietnamese population in 
Dorchester to come forward and rely on 
the police,” says Gaines. “Unfortunately, 
that is only one of many Asian cultures in 
desperate need of help, and we don’t 
have the means to accommodate all of 
them right now.” 

Vietnamese is one of the most widely 
spoken Asian languages in Boston. Wom- 
en who speak the less common languages 
have more trouble finding someone who 
can help them. Such is the case with “Su- 
san,” who speaks Burmese. The 25-year- 
old student came to the US this past April 
because violence had hit her country 
hard. “I was a student in Burma. But the 
students had a strike and the government 
killed many of them,” explains Susan,

have no country, because | can’t go back 
there — things are very bad. And I can’t 
communicate with anyonc here.” 

Married for seven years, Susan has en- 
dured brutal abuse at the hands of her 
husband, and so has their six-year-old 
son. Her husband even showed Susan 
how he would kill her, driving a knife into 
her pillow as she slept. Susan says she 





tried to flee from him three times in Thai- 

land, where they once lived, but he hunt- 

ed her down each time. It wasn’t until she 

came here that she was able to persuade a 

doctor to find an interpreter she could tell 

her story to. Susan now lives in a shelter 
and has one goal: “I must learn English 
so I can start over and work to take care 
of my son.” 

As determined as Susan is to overcome 
her language barrier and seek help, she 
still refuses to press charges against her 
husband. In fact, Asian domestic-violence 
victims are often unwilling to leave their 
abusers. “Whether it be the dynamics 
within the household itself or more widely 
held beliefs among the different Asian 
cultures, there is a stigma attached to the 
idea of one partner speaking out against 
the other,” explains Paul Watanabe, codi- 
rector of UMass Boston's Institute of 
Asian American Studies. 

Within the Asian community, there is a 
definite shame attached to domestic vio- 
lence, explains Tan: “You simply don't 
disgrace the family publicly, no matter 
what the issue is.” 

“Isabel,” for example, told the Phoenix 
that she didn’t want her name in print — 
not for fear of personal harm, but instead 
because “I want to protect my children 
and my ex-husband from disgrace.” The 
54-year-old Indian immigrant, a nutri- 
tionist and public-health provider, had 
four children, one of whom was killed in 
a car accident. She says her abuse began 
when her husband, whom she met in col- 
lege, lost his job and took up drinking, a 
habit that is taboo in Indian culture. 

Isabel’s experience bears out Tan’s ob- 
servation that among Asians, a woman's 
job in the family is to maintain the peace 
without treading on her husband’s terri- 
tory as the breadwinner. 

“I come from a culture where women 
are supposed to be subordinate. But my 
ex-husband didn’t support us, so | 
worked,” Isabel says. “I had a better job 
than him and that made him feel bad, so 
he tried to keep me down, keep me sub- 
ordinate, the only way he knew how — 
with brute force.” 

In the wake of an exceptionally bad 
beating in 1984, Isabel finally called the 
police. Shortly after, she filed a restrain- 
ing order and divorce papers. But cfforts 
to help other women — such as Barbara, 
the Chinese immigrant — arc often hin- 
dered by the Asian com- 
munity’s negative percep- 
tion of the police. Immi- 
grants are afraid of the po- 
lice because of what they 
have seen in their own 
countries. “Some of these 
people have seen family 
members taken out of their 
homes in the middle of the 
night by uniformed officials,” 
says Tan. 

The police are well 
: aware of the problem. “It 
is so frustrating to know 
that our uniforms are stop- 
ping people from asking us 
; to do our jobs and help 
them,” says Gaines. 
“There have been situa- 

} tions when we lost some- 
one we could have helped 
if we could only have got- 
ten close to them. At a 
minimum we help identify 
resources the victims can 
turn to, but much more 
needs to be donc.” 

Community advocates, 
the police, university schol- 
ars — everyone sccms to 
agree that Asian victims of 
domestic violence are not 
getting the assistance they 
need. The problem is easily 
outlined. The question, says Tan, is who 
is going to do something about it. 

“Acknowledgment is just the first step,” 
she says. “Instead of dissecting the reasons, 
it is time for those with the money and the 
ability to enact some solutions before this 
community is in full-blown crisis.” we

Watching the 
watchdog

TEVEN BRILL JUST can’t seem to 
help it. 


The second issue of his media- 
watch magazine, Brill’s Content, has hit the 
newsstands. Like the first, it’s filled with 
earnest articles about insidery topics such 
as the maturation of USA Today, the sins of 
Patricia Smith and Mike Barnicle (written 
before Barnicle’s forced resignation), and 
the executives who choose what cable ser- 
vices you get. 

But, as in the debut, Brill 
undermines his magazine’s 
credibility with a sleazy, 
grossly overhyped cover 
story. 

Last time, it was his own 
novella-length, intellectually 
dishonest, poorly written 
screed about “Pressgate,” 
the name he hung on the 
media’s performance in the 
first three weeks of the 
Monica Lewinsky scandal 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, 

June 19). 

This time, it’s the two faces of Bill Gates 
— a recent photo of him in a tuxedo, and a 
21-year-old mug shot of him in the custody 
of the Albuquerque police department. The 
cutline that explains this supermarket- 
tabloid stunt says a lot more than the pic- 
ture: “Bill Gates under arrest for a probably 
minor but still unknown charge in 1977, 
two years after Mi- 
crosoft was found- 
ed.” Now, that’s en- 
terprise reporting. 

The story, by Eliz- 
abeth Lesly Stevens, 
is a fairly interesting 
— if overlong os 
take on “the public 


very cynical way. In a self-serving “Rewind” 
column on the media buzz that greeted the 
article, Brill admits to minor mistakes (fail- 
ing to disclose he’d made campaign contri- 
butions to Bill Clinton; “gratuitously calling 
NBC’s David Bloom a ‘lapdog’ ”). But he 
never offers so much as a whisper about his 
more-serious lapses. 

For instance, he criticizes the Weekly 
Standard for not interviewing him before 

running a piece critical of 
“Pressgate.” Yet he never 
addresses the substance of 
the Standard’s two-parter: 
that Brill wrote an ideologi- 
cally tainted, error-laden ac- 
count whose central premise 
— that independent counsel 
Ken Starr broke federal law 
by leaking to the media — is 
at best dubious, and at worst 
dead wrong. 
Or take what was perhaps 
the most impressive part of 
“Pressgate”: Brill’s dissec- 
tion of how ABC’s Jackie Judd overreached 
in claiming Lewinsky may have kept a dress 
stained with presidential semen. As it 
turned out, of course, Judd was right on the 
money. But you won’t find any acknowl- 
edgment of that from Brill. 

Sadly, Brill’s much-touted ombudsman, 
Bill Kovach, curator of Harvard’s Nieman 
Foundation, weighs in with a piece that re-

But 
Stevens gets the 
piece off to a shoddy 
start by laying out in 
great detail the story 
behind the mug shot. 
You see, Content had 
been pressuring the 
Albuquerque police 
to release the picture. 
And Gates launched 
a preemptive strike, 
showing it himself at 
a conference last 
spring. But he lied 
about where it came 
from, and then posted it on Microsoft’s 
Web site in a format that was almost im- 
possible to decode. But Content finally got 
it. And, and — well, you get the idea. 
Stevens’s own article says it all: “The 
crimes or negligible misdemeanors of the 
22-year-old Gates are of minor interest.” 
Change:“minor” to “no” and the statement 
is entirely accurate. 

Gates aside, the most fascinating aspect 
of the new issue is the ongoing controversy 
over Brill’s “Pressgate” article — fascinat- 
ing because Brill devotes an enormous 
amount of space to coming clean, but in a

Kovach’s role is not the only troublesome 

inside connection. Perhaps the most regret- 
table is Washington Post media reporter 
Howard Kurtz’s status as a contributor. 
(He wrote the USA Today piece in the cur- 
rent issue.) As the country’s most visible 
media commentator, Kurtz should be free 
to kick Brill’s butt if he thinks it appropri- 
ate. But after doing some reporting for the 
Post on the “Pressgate” fallout, Kurtz de- 
clared he would seek to refrain from writ- 
ing about Content in the future. Kurtz’s

ethics are above reproach; but by letting 
himself be neutered for lucre, he has made 
it considerably harder for the rest of us to 
hold Brill accountable. 

It’s a shame. Brill’s Content could be a 
vital new media voice. It’s not that it’s bet- 
ter than the American Journalism Review 
and the Columbia Journalism Review; it 
isn’t, Brill’s condescension to the contrary. 
But with a reported $30 million golden 
handshake from Time Warner, and with the 
stature that comes from being the impre- 
sario behind American Lawyer magazine 
and Court TV, Brill has the money and visi- 
bility needed to focus unprecedented public 
scrutiny on what has become our most 
powerful, influential industry. 

In the most recent issue of the newly re- 
designed Mother Jones, Jim Ledbetter asks 
Brill some pointed questions about his dual 
role as publisher and editor. “But I’m a 
damn good editor,” Brill replies. 

Based on the early returns, it would ap- 
pear that the editor is deluding himself. And 
the publisher is not in a position to tell him 
the truth.

Some ugly repercussions appear to be in- 
evitable following the exposure of former 
Boston Globe columnist Mike Barnicle as a 
plagiarist and a fabricator by the Boston 
Herald, the Boston Phoenix, and the Weekly 
Standard. 

On the one hand, anyone who has an ax 
to grind about a columnist is going to go 
public, no matter how trivial or unsub- 
stantiated the complaint. Last week, for 
instance, I received a letter from Boston- 
based freelancer Jim Murray charging 
that, in 1974, nationally syndicated 
columnist Art Buchwald lifted an op-ed 
piece he’d written for the Globe several 
months earlier. Other than the fact that 
both columns make use of the not-terri- 
bly-original notion of Uncle Sam’s being 
in the hospital, I couldn’t find any similar- 
ities. (The irony would have been great 
fun, seeing as Buchwald won a large set- 
tlement a few years back over the use of 
his ideas in Eddie Murphy’s movie Com- 
ing to America.) 

On the other hand, some serious allega- 
tions are likely to come to light, too. A 
particularly ominous threat was made on 
August 20 by Scott Shuger, who writes the 
“Today’s Papers” column for the Web 
publication Slate. (Shuger, by the way, is 
profiled in the aforementioned Brill’s Con- 
tent.) Shuger threatened to out “fiction 
artists and plagiarists” he claims to be fa- 
miliar with who are “still writing with un- 
deserved reputations.” He added, “So To- 


' day’s Papers issues this challenge to Amer- 


ica’s papers: Come clean about the Mike 
Barnicles still in your midst before you 
have to.” 

In an e-mail exchange with the Phoenix, 
Shuger declined to elaborate on his plans, 
other than to label a squib in Monday’s 
New York Times a “bastardization.” 

Shuger sounds pissed. No doubt a few 
anxious pundits await his next move.

Author and BU journalism professor Caryl 
Rivers wrote a generally smart piece for the 
Globe’s op-ed page last Friday in which she 
decried the media’s sexist fascination with 
the less-than-picture-perfect looks of Clin- 
ton-scandal figures Monica Lewinsky, Paula 
Jones, and Linda Tripp. (Although, given 
Rivers’s argument that the media shouldn’t 
obsess over women’s appearances, her gush- 
ing over Lewinsky’s resemblance to “’50s 
sex goddess Jane Russell” was weird.) 

So it seemed oddly inappropriate that the 
Globe chose to illustrate Rivers’s column 
with mildly unflattering caricatures of 
Lewinsky, Jones, and Tripp by Dorothy 
Ahle and Paul Szep.

“But I 
thought the illustrations were sufficiently flat- 
tering that they were not in the same genre as 
what she [Rivers] was talking about.

Adds Rivers: “Cartoonists always exag- 
gerate everybody’s features, male and fe- 
male, so there isn’t so much of a gender 
gap there.”

ARE YOU READY FOR THIS? 

















S BOSTON-AREA residents slowly waken 
from their summer reveries and tune in to the 
political campaigns overtaking the TV airwaves, 
they will have a surprise waiting for them: 


chances are, on September 15, Raymond Flynn 


will lock up a spot in the US House of Representatives to 


become the next face of Boston in Congress. 


It may perplex those people who'd con- 
cluded that Flynn’s political career had 
become little more than a joke, but for 
months every campaign poll has shown 
the former mayor with a clear lead in the 
race to succeed the retiring Representa- 
tive Joe Kennedy (D-Brighton). 

Granted, those polls show Flynn gar- 
nering only about 20 percent of the vote. 
But with nine candidates splintering what 
remains, 20 percent is likely to be enough 
to win the primary. And in such a heavily 
Democratic district, the primary is all that 
counts. 

But the political 
resurrection of Ray 
Flynn has been 
happening quietly, 
during a summer 
of distractions, and 
many people may 
not even be aware 
of it. 

“The news is not 
about that race,” 
says CNN political 
analyst and former 
district resident 
William Schneider. 
“It’s about the 
Middle East, it’s 
about Monica. People just aren’t paying 
attention.” 

They should be. Because before they 
know it, voters in this district are going to 
have a congressman who opposes abor- 
tion and has lost the goodwill of the local 
gay community, whose top City Hall aides 
were sent to jail for corruption, and who 
made headlines after allegations that he 
has a serious drinking problem. 

They are about to get as a congressman 
one of the all-time great masters of retail

politics — but also a man whose always 
unpredictable style has grown even more 
erratic in recent years. They are about to 
get a congressman who just last year 
seemed so unemployable that he was re- 
jected for the job of Northeastern Univer- 
sity athletic director. 

In short, in Ray Flynn, voters of the 
Massachusetts Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict are about to get the wrong man. 
Someone who would cast votes that 
would anger his constituents almost from 
day one. Someone likely to be a tragicom-

ic spectacle, the butt of Capitol Hill jokes, 
a man welcome only in small, fervently 
supportive pockets of the district. 

Most of the voters don’t even know this 
— something Flynn himself has helped to 
ensure. Sitting on a safe lead, he has been 
running a stealth campaign — avoiding 
the media, dodging hard questions, trying 
not to make news. 

It is a remarkable strategy, tactically 
shrewd but morally suspect: Ray Flynn is 
trying to win without campaigning. 





Why does he get away with it? Because 
Flynn’s base of support — blue-collar 
Irish Catholics, pro-lifers, and a few May- 
or Flynn sentimentalists — will be with 
him no matter what he does. And nobody 
else will. By showing his face, Flynn 
would only allow his opponents to attack 
him, and the media to scrutinize him. So 
he lies low. 

Exhibit A: contacted repeatedly by the 
Phoenix, Flynn’s campaign failed to make 
him available for an interview at any time 
in a six-day period. 


OT SO long ago, Ray Flynn was a 

towering figure on the Boston political 
landscape, a parochial-school basketball 
star from Southie who was an early de- 
fender of anti-busing bigotry, but who 
grew into a racial healer and one of the 
most popular mayors in the city’s history. 
As mayor from 1983 to 1993, Flynn was 
a beloved Everyman who raced to crime 
scenes and fires and perfected an image 
as a humanitarian crusader for the poor 
and the homeless. 

In 1993 Flynn, 59, left City Hall for a 
job he coveted, as US ambassador to the 
Vatican, where he could bond with Pope 
John Paul II (whom he has called “the

greatest man I have ever met, next to my 
father”), promote international human 
rights — and polish his image in prepara- 
tion for future campaigns. 

Three years later, Flynn limped back to 
the US a tragic figure. Since he’d left for 
Rome, he’d been the subject of a major 
ethics probe, been sanctioned twice by the 
State Department, and seen his first ef- 
forts to find a new job fail embarrassingly 
in the public eye. 

As Flynn was mulling a run for gover- 





nor last fall, things got even worse. A dev- 
astating October 3 Boston Globe story 
portrayed his tenure as ambassador as a 
disaster, saying he “gave short shrift to 
the actual work of his embassy, shunning 
much paperwork, ignoring some impor- 
tant invitations from his diplomatic peers, 
and rarely showing his face at the office 
for months at a stretch.” 

Worse, the article finally addressed an 
issue political insiders had discussed for 
years: Flynn’s drinking habits. The Globe 
wrote that Flynn had been known in Bos- 
ton and Rome for late-night pub crawls 
that sometimes ended with his aides.help- 
ing him home. The story even included an 
editor’s account of seeing Flynn at 
around 6 p.m. on a busy North End street 
that August — a time when he was an un- 
official candidate for governor — “[ap- 
parently] intoxicated . . . walking un- 
steadily and slurring his speech.” 

This was the low point of a sad bur- 
lesque that had begun almost the day 
Flynn left Boston for Rome, a saga that 
makes it next to impossible to believe that 
Flynn could function effectively and hon- 
orably in the corridors of the Capitol. 

In early 1994 he became the target of a 
three-year investigation of his personal 
and campaign finances that put two of his 
top aides in jail. Though accused of com- 
plicity in an embezzlement scheme, Flynn 
himself was cleared, but he admitted he’d 
been careless about his finances. It was 
revealed, among other things, that Flynn 
kept an envelope in his office containing 
unreported campaign cash. 

In Rome, Flynn was everything an am- 
bassador — especially an ambassador to 
the pope — is not supposed to be: a con- 
troversial political sideshow. Flynn pulled 
off the extraordinary feat of drawing two 
reprimands from the State Department, 
one for criticizing congressional Republi- 
cans and another for shoddy ethics: Flynn 
used City Hall campaign funds to pay ex- 
penses he’d incurred as ambassador, and 
he had an embassy aide handle his family 
finances. By January 1997 the Boston 
Globe was editorializing that Flynn had 
“become an embarrassment to himself 
and his country” — words that have an 
ominous ring today. 

Upon returning to Boston, Flynn be- 
gan a hopeless, low-budget campaign for 
governor — until he spotted something 
better. When no heavyweights entered 
the race to succeed Kennedy, Flynn

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finally saw a job he could land. Although 


he had lived in South Boston all his life, 
he rented a house in East Boston and 
joined the race. 


ERHAPS ONE of the most unsettling 
things about the thought of Ray Flynn 


in Congress is how odd his campaign has 


been. At any given time, Flynn himself is 
impossible to locate. Messages go unre- 
turned. While some campaigns beg re- 
porters to quote their candidates, Flynn 
often speaks only through surrogates. 
Chalk some of that up to the low-bud- 
get, street-level operation Flynn has al- 


ways been proud to run. But some of it is 


just plain weirdness. 


Consider the experience of In 
Newsweekly news editor Fred Kuhr, who 





recently interviewed — or, rather, tried to 


interview — Flynn as part of his paper’s 
series of conversations with the Eighth 
District candidates. According to an ac- 


count written by Kuhr, Flynn first refused 


to be interviewed at the offices of the gay 
paper, despite the fact that eight of his 
opponents had already done so. 

Kuhr eventually did land an interview 
with Flynn, who called from a car phone. 
But Kuhr says that as the conversation 
turned to controversial issues such as 
same-sex marriage, the line mysteriously 
went dead. 

Kuhr had to prod Flynn’s campaign 
headquarters to get a callback — only to 


have the line go dead again. By now Kuhr 


had the car phone number. But when he

called, an aide told him Flynn had gone 
into a meeting and would call back. He 
never did. After several complaints to 


Flynn headquarters, Kuhr finally did get a 


call — from Flynn’s lawyer, Harry Grill. 
(A published transcript of the interview 
shows no sign that Kuhr did anything 
confrontational to anger Flynn.) 


The story is good for some comic relief. 


But it also underscores some real con- 
cerns about Flynn’s beliefs on some basic 
social issues. 

That a gay publication like In 
Newsweekly was able to get an interview 
with Flynn in the first place is a surprise. 

| In this campaign, Flynn has alienated 
large portions of a gay and lesbian com- 
munity that once considered him an ally. 


Not only has he expressed no support for 
key gay rights issues, but he appears to be 
intentionally ignoring the community. At 
last month’s Boston Pride parade, every 
single candidate joined the marchers — 
except Flynn. Flynn was also the only one 
not to respond to a recent questionnaire 
from the Lesbian and Gay Political Al- 
liance of Massachusetts, or to attend that 
group’s candidates’ forum. 

“He has been totally unavailable to an- 
swer questions about his positions on gay 
and lesbian issues,” says Mark Merante, 
cochair of the Bay State Gay and Lesbian 
Democrats. 

Flynn’s dodge tactics make a little more 
sense in light of what can be gleaned 
about his positions on gay rights issues 
these days. Flynn has refused to embrace

a bill extending health care benefits to 
same-sex “domestic partners” of Boston 
city employees, which is supported by the 
city council, Boston mayor Tom Menino, 
and the state legislature. (Flynn doesn’t 
actually come out against the bill — he 
simply cops out by saying over and over 
that he supports “health care for all.”) 
And although he styles himself a crusader 
for civil rights, Flynn doesn’t see anything 
wrong with a law that prohibits recogni- 
tion of gay and lesbian marriage. 

His strained relations with the gay com- 
munity are somewhat puzzling given his 
strong record on gay rights as mayor, 
which included his support for a statewide 
gay civil rights bill and his opposition to a 
state law barring gays from becoming fos- 
ter parents. 

But times have changed, argues Kuhr. 


apwinewor.o ~ Flynn was good on gay issues 


in the ’80s,” he says. “What has 
happened is that his stance on 
gay issues has stayed where it 
was, while the rest of the com- 
munity has advanced.” 

Gay activists note that, far 
from being a fringe interest 
group, their community ac- 
counts for perhaps 10 percent 
or more of Eighth District vot- 
ers. And especially at a time 
when GOP leaders liken homo- 
sexuality to kleptomania, those 
activists say, it’s more important 
than ever to have strong allies in 
Congress. Hence the title of 
Kuhr’s article: AN ANTI- 
ENDORSEMENT OF RAY FLYNN. 

If Flynn’s position on gay 
rights remains somewhat mud- 
dy, there is no question about 
where he stands on another 
defining social issue: abortion. 

Guided by his devout Catholi- 
cism, Flynn is an unflinching 
pro-lifer, something he tries to 
avoid mentioning in a district 
where polls shows some 60 per- 
cent of voters don’t agree with 
him. Even Flynn’s campaign 
Web site, which features an en- 
tire page devoted to “issues,” 
has — you guessed it — no 
mention of the A-word. 

His allies note that as mayor, 
Flynn never banned abortions at 
Boston City Hospital — the implication 
being that he’s no radical on the issue. 
But could Flynn really have pulled that off 
even if he’d tried? 

And it’s not true that Flynn didn’t take 
a conservative line on reproductive health 
issues as mayor. In fact, he routinely op- 
posed efforts to introduce condom distri- 
bution in schools. In 1992 he vetoed a 
city council ordinance requiring the in- 
stallation of condom machines in bars. 
Flynn’s proposed alternative to such mea- 
sures? Teaching abstinence. 

Even more relevant is how Flynn treat- 
ed abortion the last time he was a legisla- 
tor. As a state representative in the 
1970s, Flynn’s signature achievement 
was his cosponsorship of a law barring 











state health care plans from paying for 
abortions. 

Asked at a televised candidates’ forum 
this month how hard he would push for 
anti-abortion legislation, Flynn was char- 
acteristically vague. But there was no mis- 
taking how he feels. 

“I feel very strongly about the issue of 
pro-life,” Flynn said, 
calling his stance “con- 
sistent with my philoso- 
phy of being a fighter 
and a defender for the 
underdog and for the 
person without power, 
without a voice. [I’m a] 
person who’s going to 
stand up for injustice, 
and that’s what I’ve 
done my entire political 
life, and I will do that if 
given the opportunity to 
serve in the United 
States Congress.” 

Certainly, Flynn would 
have plenty of opportu- 
nities to vote on abortion 
issues. The National 
Abortion and Reproduc- 
tive Rights Action 
League (NARAL) says 
Congress has voted on 
abortion 96 times in the 
past two years. Indeed, attaching pro-life 
amendments to unrelated bills has become 
a favorite tactic of the House’s fervent pro- 
life bloc. With Asian economies in crisis 
last March, for instance, House Republi- 
cans delayed an emergency $18 billion 
loan to the International Monetary Fund 
by trying to attach a ban on US funding 
for international family-planning groups. 

“Often these things win or lose by a 
very small margin,” says NARAL political 
director Gloria Totten. 

To be sure, on most economic and policy 
issues Flynn is as liberal as can be: universal 
health care, no private investment of Social 
Security, soak the rich, feed the poor. 


But some other issues that are impor- 
tant to liberals remain a question mark. 
What does Flynn mean, for instance, 
when he talks about the need for “a 
strong, secure America” — does he back 
any Pentagon budget cuts?

NCE OCCUPIED by the legendary 
likes of John F. Kennedy and former 
US House Speaker Tip O’Neill, the Mas- 
sachusetts Eighth Congressional District 
seat is a hallowed office.

Now take Ray Flynn, who has left nothing 
but farce and pathos in his wake since 1993, 
and put him in that kind of spotlight.

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will be beaten. Stopping him, in fact, has 
become the organizing principle of this 
campaign’s final days. 

Several interest groups wary of Flynn 
may yet line up behind a single candidate, 
hoping to create a clear Flynn alternative 
and thereby blunt the splinter-vote effect. 

Gay activists have already begun to do 
this, throwing a string of key endorse- 
ments to former talk-radio host Marjorie 
Clapprood, who has been backed by 
Bay Windows, In Newsweekly, and the 
Lesbian and Gay Political Alliance of 
Massachusetts. 

Increasingly panicky abortion-rights 
groups also appear ready to join the bat 
tle. NARAL’s Totten reports that her 
group will decide “by the end of this 
week” whether to endorse a candidate. 
Even if that doesn’t happen, NARAL will 
try to inflate the anti-Flynn vote with a 
strong pro-choice turnout. 

“At a minimum,” Totten says, “we will 
be active in educating voters on Flynn’s 
position on reproductive-choice issues.” 

Meanwhile, Flynn is already under 
mounting attack from his rivals. 
Somerville mayor Michael Capuano is 
saying that Flynn left the Boston school 
system “in a shambles.” Clapprood and 
former state senator George Bachrach 
have stepped up their pro-choice rhetoric. 

The best news of all for these candidates 
is that nobody has really started paying at- 
tention to the race yet. Mike Capuano sim- 
ply can’t compete with Cape Cod and Sav- 
ing Private Ryan. But prime-time television 
is already filling up with the candidates’ 
ads. Direct mail is flooding the district. As 
soon as Labor Day has passed, voters will 
finally pause to take in this campaign. 

With luck, they will respond by electing 
someone in whom the district can feel 
confident. Otherwise, on September 16 
they’ll be thinking about who can replace 
Ray Flynn in the year 2000. L

ESTORATION HARDWARE is the 

Back Bay's latest retail 

theme park, doing for 
home-décor fetishists what 
Niketown does for weekend 
jocks and Urban Outfitters for 
Generation Y. Forget the 
name; this store is no more 
about hardware than Pottery 
Barn is about terra cotta. 

Before opening its first 
Boston store, the 50th ina 
nationwide chain, the compa- 
ny gutted the space that 
housed dowdy old Guild's 
Drug and reshaped it into an 
airy two-story parlor of white 
balusters and lacquered pine 
floors. The furnishings, which 
are also the merchandise, 
trade on a certain witty 
Americanness: expensive 
Mission-style chairs and 
tables, inexpensive metal 
toys, and the unsorted bric-a- 
brac of a life somehow pretti- 
er and more small-towny 
than yours. 

Louie Sciarra, one of the 
managers of the two-month- 
old store, describes it as “a 
furniture store with a hard- 
ware edge.” Then he pauses. 
“Or a hardware store with a 
furniture edge.” But that’s still not quite it. 
Restoration Hardware is a Norman Rockwell 
painting with a retail edge. And like a 
Rockwell painting, it touches people: older 
couples move slowly along the wall shelves, 
pausing in front of a metal schoolroom pencil 
sharpener ($40) or an oil-fueled railway 
lantern ($12). Younger suburbanites — not 
young, but younger — sink into fat leather 
club chairs ($1375) and play with French-

it looks imported from other decades, like 
that pencil sharpener, or the 
cast-iron apple peelers, or 
the ribbed flashlights. 
There’s a pinch of industrial 
chic, two dashes of Martha 
Stewart minimalism, and — 
yes — even a bit of hard- 
ware. An outsized aluminum 
dustpan sells for $15; one 
corner of the second floor is 
dedicated to drawer pulls 
($1.50 to $23) and another 
to towel hooks (a basic 
brass hook is $7). But you 
won't find PVC tubing here, 
or a drawer full of 
nails. You will find a 
$1650 rug, a 
“connoisseur-quality 
dog bowl” ($16.50; 
holds 64 ounces), 
and a floor lamp 
($165) styled after a 
pharmacy light. 

Of course, three 
years ago this 
space was a real 
pharmacy, the kind 
of family-owned notions 
store the new tenant is 
channeling so expertly. On 
June 19, around the time 
the Boston store opened 

(and three years after Guild’s Drug closed 
its doors on the same spot), Restoration 
Hardware held a public stock offering, and its 
share price promptly jumped from $19 to 
$26. Nostalgia, it seems, is great business — 
if you can find the right angle. 
Restoration Hardware, located at 711 
Boylston Street, in Boston, is open Monday 
through Saturday from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m. and 
on Sunday from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. Call (617)

My 
next place was above a dance club: the woman down- 
stairs played her Gloria Estefan so loud my plates would 
fall off the shelves — either that or they jumped. Then 
there were my heroin-injecting housemates from 
Yugoslavia and the Philippines, who constantly got my 
cat stoned. I'd done my time in hellholes; now I sensed 
that it was my turn for a slice of heaven. So it was with 
visions of a cheap, sun-filled aerie on a bucolic tree-lined 
street dancing in my head that I set out with a friend to 
look for an apartment. 

“There’s been a lit- 
tle settling” was how 
the landlord described 
the erratic angles of 
the floor of the first 
place we saw.

You shouldn't 
go around making fun of other people's belief systems.” I've 
come to you to set Jenn straight. Is there really a law that says 
babies can't leave the hospital without being named?

Laws regarding names are mostly handled at the local level, 
so I hesitate to generalize. But New York does not prevent 
unnamed newborns from leaving the hospital, and I'd be 
amazed if any jurisdiction did. What does Jenn think — that 
the hospital is going to risk an accusation of false imprison- 
ment and the insurance company is going to pay for an extra 
day’s stay, just because the new mom and pop can’t make up 
their minds? In fairness to Jenn, though, hospital staffers often 
pressure parents to name their kids right away, evidently on 
the theory that an unnamed person is a potential monkey 
wrench in the machinery of state. 

You have the right to use any name you want without legal 
proceedings of any kind, provided you're not trying to defraud 
someone. Presumably this means you have the right not to 
name your kid. For that matter, there’s nothing to prevent you 
from using an unpronounceable symbol, a la the artist former- 
ly known as Prince. 

Your legal rights notwithstanding, many people — including 
a lot of hospital functionaries — have an ingrained sense that 
not naming your child, or at least not exhibiting any urgency in 
the matter, is an unnatural act. Many hospitals have a “name 
lady,” often a volunteer, who comes around to ask for the new- 
born’s name before the family goes home. Typically you can 
apply for the child’s Social Security number at the same time. 
If you play ball and name names, the service is free. But if you 
want to send the name in later, you may be hit with a fee, and, 
worse, you may incur the wrath of the name lady. 

One woman told me that when she was born in a Catholic 
hospital 30 years ago, her mother planned to name her Paige, 
with no middle name. But a nun, armed with the certainty that 
only nuns can have, informed the new mom that no child was 
allowed to leave the hospital without two names. Glancing 
around, the mother spotted a box of Kimberly-Clark tissues 
and named her daughter Kimberly Paige. It seems doubtful 
that the hospital actually had a two-name policy, but you can 
see Jenn’s “belief system” goes back a long way. 

If you want to change your name, you can just go ahead 
and change it without getting permission (women who adopt 
their husbands’ last names do it routinely). Nonetheless, virtu- 
ally every jurisdiction has a procedure whereby citizens can 
petition the local probate court or equivalent to change their 
names. The rationale for change-of-name statutes is that they 
affirm your common-law right and put the change of name in 
the public record. Indeed, a court order may be helpful if you 
adopt an unusual name and need to persuade a skeptical clerk 
at the driver’s license office. But such statutes, with their talk 
of “showing a sufficient reason for the proposed change,” 
don’t sound very voluntary, and one can’t help but think that 
the bureaucrats want people to think the process is compulso- 
ry, lest wise guys gum up the works. 

Take that ex-Prince fellow. In 1997 he was in federal court 
defending himself against a copyright infringement suit. 
Lawyers referred to him as “the Artist,” “the Symbol,” or 
some similar dodge. Legal documents used the Glyph Without 
a Name. But finally the judge got fed up and ordered everyone 
to refer to the defendant as Prince Rogers Nelson, the name 
bestowed on him at birth. Clearly his honor was thinking, I'll 
take my chances with the ACLU — just give me something |

HERE WAS A period, sometime in the mid- 

dle decade of the 20th century, when toast- 

ers and mixers and hair dryers all looked a 
little like rocket ships. Clock faces hung suspended 
in that futuristic miracle element, Pyrex; audacious 
light fixtures dared you to believe they could possibly 
be light fixtures. It was a period when people named 
laundromats and supermarkets after the atom. 
Everything, even the hat racks, screamed progress. 

Susie Bookbinder doesn't like to use the word 
retro in describing the vintage furniture and appli- 
ances she sells at her Alliston store, Lost Engine 
Gallery, and she doesn't like to use the word collect. 
Both imply preciousness; she’s interested in func- 
tion. She can argue convincingly that mass- 
produced goods from 50 or so years ago are sturdier 
and better-designed than what you can buy now. 

It doesn’t take an anthropologist to detect senti- 
mentality here, though; somewhere between the 
triple-band pretzel-armed rattan couch and the 
leather butterfly chair is a longing for an era of 
unselfconscious aesthetic optimism. Bookbinder, 
24, is a little bit of a period piece herself, with her 
chiffon headscarf and her mint-green 1957 Ford 
Fairlane and a tiny dog that functions secondarily as 
an accessory. Bookbinder opened her first vintage 
business right after she finished high school, after a 
brief, doomed foray into millinery, and she’s spent 
the past seven years learning the tricks of a trend- 
driven, high-volume business — sometimes she 
empties half the store in one day and takes a week 
to fill it up again. 

But seasoned though she is, she still falls in love

RING UP THE subject of new furniture at Antiques 
on Cambridge, and you'll get some version of the 
Gospel of Depreciation: new furniture typically car- 
ries a 300 percent markup when it's brought into the show- 
room and depreciates 60 percent the moment it is removed. 

Frank Giglio, the co-owner (with Bert Rosengarten and 
Rob Werner) of the 12,000-square-foot showroom, will 
be happy to warn you about this. “If you buy a new bed- 
room set for $799, you better look very carefully, be- 
cause that set was stapled together and made by the 
thousands,” Giglio says. 

The hitch is that shopping for good used or antique furni- 
ture doesn't include a plush faux-living-room setup for 
lounging and a calming sales pitch. But the tradeoff is in- 
evitable: the lower a store’s overhead, the better the deals. 
This is particularly true at Antiques on Cambridge, where 
presentation takes a distinct back seat to volume. It’s the 
kind of place where you can exclaim over a starlet-style 
1940s round-mirrored vanity, then turn around and see sev- 
eral other 1940s round-mirrored vanities sitting in a row, one 
after the other, like parked cars. Per-foot rent in this part of 
Cambridge is one-sixth what you would pay on Charles 
Street, and behind a perfectly normal-sized storefront near 
Inman Square, the store opens like an accordion. 

Shopping here — alongside movie-set designers and 
posh antiques dealers who will turn around and sell what 
they buy here for twice what they paid — requires a high 
degree of consumer self-confidence. It’s a good idea to 
learn what joinery is, and to look for grooves where draw- 
ers pull out. Interlocking dovetail joints are good, staples 
are bad; heavy wood is good, pressboard and cardboard 
are bad. And consumers raised on the sacredness of the 
price tag and the ring of the register should learn that 
prices are always an agreement between the buyer and 
the seller. In other words, bargain. Places like these are 
where commerce becomes drama. 

“Customers will drive up in a Mercedes and they'll 
chew you down so bad that you'll feel like crawling into a 
corner,” Giglio says. “Then some poor slob will come in 
and pay the full price for it. I'll give him 10 percent off and 
he won't even understand why.” 

Antiques on Cambridge Street, at 1076 Cambridge Street, 
is open Tuesday through Sunday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., and 
Thursday from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m.

OU DON'T WANT to take the same fashion risk 
on your couch that you would on, say, platform 
sneakers; as far as fashion commitment goes, a 
couch is like a tattoo. 

Salespeople at Jordan's Furniture, where many thou- 
sands of average citizens go to choose their furniture iden- 
tity, have learned this lesson well. Although living-room 
sets are chosen with a keen eye to outside opinion, living- 
room sets are replaced, on average, only once every five 
to seven years. And living-room sets are ephemeral com- 
pared to bedroom sets, which are replaced only every 10 
to 15 years. 

That said, trends still filter through magazines and TV — 
Seinfeld tipped off a craze for Southwest-style bedroom 
sets, for instance — and new buyers still head like Gen-X 
lemmings for the same two or three couches in Jordan's 
enormous showroom. The look these days is “shabby 
chic,” according to Scott Egersheim, sales 
manager at Jordan's Waltham outlet: the

Another recent phenomenon is the 
“chair-and-a-half” — a strange, Alice-in- 
Wonderland armchair whose reason for 
existence is to fulfill the function of a love 
seat without taking up as much space. 
The chair-and-a-half is the furniture equiv- 
alent of those bowl-size cappuccino cups 
popularized by fake-hippie coffee mag- 
nates in the early part of this decade. It's 
wide enough to sit two people and deep enough to compel 
the Queen Mother to slump like a teenage delinquent. 

“You have to slouch,” Egersheim says. “It’s not going to 
let you sit up straight. It’s the s/ouch.” 

But tribal memory invariably trumps Friends product 
placement for a person’s second couch, the couch that 
might not be replaced for a decade. The second couch is 
more likely to cost $1000 instead of $500, and it's more 
likely to have bells and whistles like the double-doweled, 
corner-blocked, glued-and-screwed frame (which actually 
does reinforce a couch’s corner) and eight-way hand-tied 
coil springs (which merely adds to a couch’s “perceived 
value,” Egersheim says). The reason? Well, couches are 
the furniture items chosen with the most concern for the 
opinions of your peer group. 

“It goes back to ‘what are my friends going to think?’” 
Egersheim says. “It’s a real status symbol to have uphol- 
Sstery.” 

Jordan's Furniture is open Monday through Friday from 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m., Saturday from 10 a.m. to 11 p.m., and 
Sunday from noon to 6 p.m. Jordan's has four locations in 
the Boston area. The closest is at 289 Moody Street, in 
Waltham. The biggest is on Route 9 in Natick.

guides. Flea-market shoppers trust 
themselves. This one did: for under $500 — 
less than you would pay for the training sofa 
at Jordan’s — he furnished his entire living 
room in an aesthetic that can’t be found in 
anyone's catalogue. (“I think | was heavily 
shaped by television,” he muses.) 

What it takes is patience and mobility. You 
aren't going to find the good deals here in 
the city, but in junk-shop strips in towns an 
hour away, where the aesthetic comes with a 
time lag and retro is still just old. Our loft in- 
habitant, who asked not to be identified for 
reasons having to do with zoning, likes 
Claremont, New Hampshire, where he found 
the bookcase for $75, and the Newfane flea 
market in Vermont, where he found the cof- 
fee and end tables for $30 apiece. Money 
went into the details — $125 to reupholster a 
chair he picked up for free and $56 for the 
Urban Outfitters pillows on the couch, which 
cost him $55. 

All in all, this artist took six weeks to trans- 
form his room from a barren, concrete- 
floored space. The wall to the right is a sub- 
dued turquoise, while the rest are a creamy 
white. The rug is a $100 bargain from Crate 
& Barrel, and the top shelf of the bookcase 
holds '50s Stagl collectibles that he says 
“you can still get cheap, but they're going to 
go up.” 

The key is this: trust your own taste, be- 
cause while salespeople will tell you furniture 
is an investment, most people just use furni- 
ture as, well, furniture. If you like it, it's good. 
In most cases, quality is self-evident — early 
’50s and ’60s furniture, and heavy '40s blond 
wood, is all good solid stuff. Junking — 
which, it bears pointing out, is exactly how 
upscale retro joints in town get their stock — 
doesn't require expertise so much as time 
and patience and enjoyment of the effort. 

“Buying new furniture is really easy,” Says 
our loft dweller. “If you bought a Pottery Barn 
couch, you could still get sick of it.” e

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The artful shopper 


Patience, an open mind, and a willingness to explore 
can yield original art at affordable prices

ROWING UP the oldest of eight 


kids whose parents were deter- 





minedly downwardly mobile, | 
fought a losing battle to keep our house 
and its “things” presentable, let alone beau- 
tiful. Somehow, I nonetheless emerged 
from the dust, dog hair, and confusion a 
poet and art critic with a considerable (but 
highly polished) chip on my shoulder: I 
knew beautiful surroundings could be had 
regardless of circumstances. Perhaps more 
important than the notion that aesthetic 
pleasure is always within reach was the 
thought that beauty is crucial, an antidote 
to the larger, surrounding ugliness. Robert 
Frost once said that a poem was a momen- 
tary stay against the confusion of the 
world; the same can be said of the walls 
you live within. Make them attend to you, 
make them stimulate, coddle, and transport 
you — make them places for art. 

You can turn your home into a gratify- 
ing, engaging retreat with the objects you 
put on its walls and in its nooks. Even bet- 
ter, you can do it on a budget — with orig- 
inal works. Not everyone knows the delight 
in having the real thing (Coca-Cola addicts 
aside). But there’s no comparing the repro- 


duction to the original painting, the signed 
print, the one-of-a-kind quilt, the side of 
the oil drum carved into unique voodoo 


figures (a Haitian specialty). The difference 


is huge; think of it as the difference be- 
tween porn and sex. Though the two may 
mimic each other in the mind, there’s no 
mistaking them in the flesh. The offset 
print of van Gogh’s Sunflowers registers 
like the recorded voice on an answering 
machine: flat, rehearsed, and monotonous. 
The canvas the man actually painted, how- 
ever, stands out as craggy, idiosyncratic, 
and surprising; it has texture, it casts tiny 
shadows, and its col- 
ored vividness startles 
like a face-to-face meet- 
ing: lively, intoned, and 
spontaneous. 

Of course, few of us 
can afford a van Gogh 
(on the rare occasion 
one is put up for auc- 
tion). But much of the 
work of local artists 
who exhibit in coffee 
shops, open studios, 
and Boston galleries is 
priced under $150 — 
less than the cost of 
having a poster framed. 

So go for the real. 
But before you do, a 
word of caution: one of 
Emily Dickinson's po- 
ems begins, “I died for 
Beauty.” She wasn’t 
kidding. Shopping for 
art is not for the indolent or the preoccu- 
pied. If you aren't willing to invest pa- 
tience and time, it’s not likely you'll find 
affordable gems. If you’re up for the chal- 
lenge, however, one of the best places to 
begin looking is an open-studio event (see 
“Studio Shopping,” page 10). Artists and 
artisans — from sculptors and hologra- 
phers to jewelers and marionette makers 
— open their studios to the public and put 
their work up for sale. Costs range from 
the nominal (under $25) to the monu- 
mental (over $10,000), but the great ma- 

jority of pieces are priced between $50 
and $500. A great deal of this work is 
mediocre; some of it is downright dread- 
ful. But with determination and humor 
your eyes will set upon treasures that 
make the effort worthwhile. 

Your search for art will also require an 

open mind. If you assume that every estab-

lished art gallery showcases art, that every 
museum exhibit will introduce you to ac- 
complished artists, and that whatever's on 
the walls of restaurants, coffee shops, and 
ice-cream parlors can’t possibly matter, 
you've earned the right to pay through the 
newly pierced hole in your nose. It’s impos- 
sible to predict where good work — let 
alone great work — will happen. I’ve seen 
student exhibits at the Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Art, the Art Institute of Boston, and 
the MFA’s Museum School in which the 
energy and skill on display dwarfed that of 
their grant-getting professors. So shop 
there. I’ve also seen paintings by children 
(no, I’m not talking about my own or those 


of my friends or rclatives) whose power 
puts critically acclaimed work to shame. 
Consider attending school fairs. 

Finally, never underestimate what you 
pay for convenience. If you keep to estab- 
lishments in the Back Bay, the South End, 
Beacon Hill, and the Fenway, you're asking 
to contribute to their overhead. Travel. Go 
to Dorchester (Dark Horse Antiques, in 
Lower Mills), Chinatown (the Insckt 
Gallery, on Kingston Street), Cambridge 
(Gallery 57, at 57 Inman Street). In fact, 
depending on the kind of art you're after, 
you might need to commit yourself to visit- 
ing scary places that start with letters like L 
or B (Lowell and Brockton arc my fa- 
vorites). Don’t fear: there’s beauty in that 
despair. 

Even if you’re not quite over your agora- 
phobia, be sure to check out: 

e@ The Hamill Gallery of African Art 
(2164 Washington Strect, Roxbury). 

Director Tim Hamill has devoted him- 
self for better than a decade to importing 
some of the most magnificent, evocative, 
unappreciated art of our time. Nearly 15 
years before the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and the Muscum of Fine Arts had 
Africa wings, Hamill was importing work 
from that continent. His collection is one 
of the best in the country. For less than 
$100 you can buy all kinds of amazingly 
worked cloth — geometrically elaborate 
woven designs made by the Kuba people of

the Congo; shimmcring, pounded bark 
cloth by the Mbuti Pygmies of the Ituri 
Forest; brilliantly colored Ashanti belts. 
For the same ridiculously low price, you 
can buy Ashanti gold weights (burnished, 
40- to 50-year-old bronze figurines in the 
shape of mythic creatures); Tuareg crosscs 
(these nomadic people of the Sahara have 
a sense of design as breathtaking as the 
desert itself); Kuba spcar points and pow- 
der boxes; and, perhaps most remarkable 
of all, ancient earthen pots by the Jenne 
people of Mali. 

© The Kybele Collection (583 Tremont 
Street, South End). 

It looks like an expensive rug store in the 
basement of a brownstone. It is, but it’s 
also much more. Proprietor Amy Kelliher 
sclls some of the most meticulously 
worked, colorful, and intriguing folk art in 
the city, and it’s all in the $30 to $130 
range. Cloth crib pancls from Uzbekistan 
look like a cross between a computer cir- 
cuit board and the work of a French 
embroiderer on acid — they’re wildly 
controlled designs (about two feet by four 
feet) intended to cover a baby’s bed, and 
they sell for $90. Similarly glorious arc 
mirror covers, ornamented cloth designs 
intended to keep you content when you 
don't feel like seeing yourself — no small 
assignment. They’re also from Uzbekistan 
and similarly affordable.

@ The Newbury Street galleries: Howard 
Yezerski (14 Newbury Street), Gallery 
NAGA (67 Newbury Street), and Creiger- 
Dane (36 Newbury Street). 

Generally speaking, you'll spend more 
money at these places to cover a lot less wall 
space than at the places mentioned above. 
But some terrific work can be had at Bos- 
ton’s aesthetic ground zero. Some of the 


best can be procured from Howard Yezerski; 


namely, signed photogravures derived from 
collages by John O'Reilly ($250). In his own 
quiet way, O'Reilly, a nationally known artist 
with a gallery in New York, is scandalous, 
original, and enticing. He makes arrange- 
ments, often involving his own naked form, 
of objects and people in rooms. The results 


are always sensual, frequently flabbergasting, 


and typically hilarious. For the same price, 
you can purchase an original Robert Siegel- 
man Polaroid at Gallery NAGA. Siegelman, 
who produces charged, intense, colored 
works — often on homoerotic themes — is 
a long-established local artist who shows 
regularly at Newbury Street galleries. 

At the Creiger-Dane Gallery, you can pick 
up a champagne flute ($50 each) oy Sheila 
Gallagher on which the artist has etched one 
of her New Year’s resolutions, such as “Get 
pregnant, be thrilled,” “Get rid of nail fun- 
gus,” and “Water plants.” They’re delightful, 
empty or filled. Gallagher has shown work at 
all the major museums; her work can be 
seen at the Museum of Fine Arts this fall as 





part of the “Reflections of Monet” exhibit. 
Other places to visit include the typically 
overpriced Restoration Resources in the 
South End (31 Thayer Street), where some 
beautiful objects from torn-down old homes 
can be had for under $100. Recent finds in- 
clude marble keystones found at the center of 
Victorian fireplaces (from $75) and small 
marble shelves with beveled edges (from 
$95). For hand-colored 19th-century maps, 
antique photographs, and prints (many in the 
$30 to $150 range), check out the ambitious 
junk shop Sadye and Company (182 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge) — though it’s not recom- 
mended for those with dust allergies. And 
Francesca’s Café, also in the South End (564 
Tremont Street), is one of those exceptional 
eating establishments where what you see on 
the walls is usually as good as what you get 
on your plate. As of this writing, you'll find 
the smart, often funny, strongly composed 
black-and-white photographs of Garrow 
Kedigian, which begin at $50. Who’s Garrow 
Kedigian? Good question. | stumbled on his 
work utilizing two of the principles outlined 
above: patience and the willingness to look in 
unexpected places. Sure, most of the time 
when you wander into a café you don’t pay 
attention to what’s on the walls (nor does the 
work warrant it). But some of the time such 
art demands scrutiny, and you can’t believe 
how good it is. This was one of those times. 
Go see for yourself. &

Can't Remember Where Or When 

















KAY, YOU finally have art for your 

walls and furniture to sit on. But if 

you think your apartment responsi- 
bilities are over, think again. Living like an 
adult means thinking responsibly and pro- 


asters and robberies are a part of life, but 
you can shield yourself from them with 
renters’ insurance. 

Kim Soucie, who rents an apartment in 


insurance can be when she returned home 
from work one afternoon five years ago and 
noticed that her normally meticulous room 
was a mess. Dresser drawers were on the 
floor and clothes were strewn everywhere. 

Soucie had been robbed. 

A quick damage assessment revealed that 
the burglar (or burglars) had made off with 
almost all of Soucie’s jewelry, including a dia- 
mond and emerald ring, diamond earrings, 
and a ring given to her by her grandmother. 

As traumatic as the experience was, howev- 
er, it was not a financial wipeout. Soucie had 
purchased renters’ insurance for the posses- 
sions in her apartment. Her diamond earrings 
were replaced, she was reimbursed in full for 
the diamond and emerald ring, and she re- 
ceived a settlement for the rest of her stolen 
jewels. 

“| was pretty upset that | was robbed,” 
Soucie says. “But it would have been a lot 
worse if I didn’t have any insurance.” 

Despite the relatively low cost of renters’ 
policies, most apartment and condominium 
dwellers don’t bother to insure their posses- 
sions. According to the Insurance Informa- 
tion Institute, only 17 percent of tenants both- 
er with renters’ insurance. In the Bay State, 
that means just 170,000 have signed up for 
coverage. 

But experts warn 
that not taking out a 
policy is an expensive 
gamble. In the event 
of a fire, rain- or 
windstorm, or bur- 
glary, a lifetime's 
worth of property can 
be lost. If an apart- 
ment building burns 
down, the landlord's 
insurance will cover 
damage to the build- 
ing, but the protec- 
tion does not extend 
to the possessions of 
the tenants, accord- 
ing to Michael Klein, 
a spokesman for the 
state’s Division of In- 
surance. Condo own- 
ers’ possessions are 
also not covered by 
the insurance that 
protects the building 
itself. 

“If you don’t get it, you have to be prepared 
to lose a lot,” he says. “You can’t call when 
you notice the building is on fire and try to 
take out a policy.” 

In general, expect to pay anywhere from 
$100 to $300 per year, with the average pol- 
icy costing around $170. A renter in an older 
building or a building in a high-crime neigh- 
borhood is likely to pay more than someone 
living in a newer building or a safer neigh- 
borhood. The price will also vary according 
to the value of your possessions. Most poli- 
cies cover between $20,000 and $30,000 
worth of lost goods; $16,000 is usually the 
lower limit. 

The price of a policy also depends on the 
type of coverage you purchase. Renters 
have a choice between a “replacement val- 
ue” policy and an “actual cash value” poli- 
cy. The cash-value policy is less expensive,

but if you make a claim, you'll be reim- 
bursed only for the value of the item when 
you bought it, minus depreciation. If you 
lose a sofa that you bought 10 years ago, in 
other words, you'll be reimbursed for what 
the insurance agency determines a 10- 
year-old sofa is worth. 

A replacement-value policy is a little pricier, 
but the payout is bigger: the policyholder is 
reimbursed according to how much it would 
cost to replace the lost item, no matter how 
old it was. 

To determine how much coverage you 
need, Jayna Neagle, a spokeswoman for the 
nonprofit Insurance Information Institute in 
New York, recommends taking an inventory 
of your possessions. In the event of a fire, 
storm, or theft, the inventory can also serve as 
a record of what has been lost. 

“You should write down the makes and 
models of computers, stereos, couches, TVs, 
VCRs — basically everything you own,” Nea- 
gle says. “Don’t forget clothes and CDs. 
When it comes to things like that, you don’t 
have to write each item down, but just eyeball 
what you have. You probably know what your 
clothes are worth and how many CDs you 
have.” Sports equipment, such as bikes and 
skis, is also covered. 

When buying insurance, Neagle says, it’s 
important to find out whether there are limits 
on coverage. Most policies put a theft limit of 
$1000 on jewelry and $3000 on computers. 
There may also be limits on audio and visual 
equipment. 

Those who own lots of jewelry, or comput- 
er nerds with an apartment chock-full of 

equipment, can purchase a floater policy that 
will cover the additional value of their posses- 
sions. Neagle also suggests that people with 
special collec- 
tions, such as 
baseball cards or 
stamps, purchase 
floaters to cover 
those goods. Ex- 
pect to pay $1 for 
every $100 of ad- 
ditional coverage. 

Renters with 
roommates 
should ask their 
insurance agent 
whether all in- 
habitants of an 
apartment can 
be covered by 
one policy, or if 
separate policies 
are needed. 
Generally, un- 
married couples 
(whether gay or 
straight) can 
hold a single 
policy, while 
roommates need separate policies. 

Because renters’ insurance is competi- 
tively priced, most agents are flexible and 
policies can be tailored to suit individual 
needs, Klein says. He also notes that not ev- 
eryone needs to worry about purchasing 
renters’ insurance. 

“If you have an old couch you found on 
the side of the road, a black-and-white TV, 
and some paper plates, you probably don’t 
need it,” he says. “Or if you live in a gated 
community or a new building with firewalls 
and sprinklers, you may not need it.” He 
adds that if your apartment holds a tank of 
tropical fish, there’s probably no need to 
purchase theft insurance for it, because bur- 
glars aren't likely to try to make off with a 
20-gallon tank of fish.

USS AND SHERRY Berger — own- 
ers of a series of fun and innovative 

restaurants — recently closed the hip 
Blue Wave and turned it into the quieter, more 
upscale Laurel. Blue Wave was hot and cool 
and too loud; Laurel is warm and relaxed and 
not too loud. And more expensive, but some- 
times worth it. 

It’s as though the odd location, physically be- 
tween the bistros of the South End and the lux- 
ury restaurants of the Back Bay, has also deter- 
mined the culinary vision, which is exactly in 
the middle of that spectrum. 

Certainly the look is post-Ritz, with gray-green 
wall panels, tall windows, quasi- Hepplewhite 
chairs, and two linen tablecloths on every table. 
The lowered ceilings solve the noise problem and 
even allow background music: jazz piano and a 
little swing band. 

The menu is full of unfamiliar ingredients 
done in familiar ways. For example, “maple- 
wood-smoked Chilean sea bass” ($21.95) turns 
out to be a white, flaky update on finnan had- 
die. I’m not sure why so many menus now list 
every possible ingredient — maybe it saves 
wear-and-tear on the servers’ brains, but it risks 
eyestrain on whoever reads, say, “grilled porto- 
bello and porcini on rosemary skewers with 














roast-shallot curry broth” ($8.95). This is also 
a menu with credits for executive chef (Cory 
Comeau), sous chef, pastry chef, and so on. 

Chef Comeau generally keeps these six-car 
pileups of ingredients from canceling each other 
out, but his vegetables make a Chinese stir-fry 
taste like a New England boiled dinner. Crunch 
we get, but a new term, such as “steam-seared” 
or “nano-sautéed,” may be in order for 
Comeau’s penchant for undercooking. 

The bread is certainly good: crusty, soft in- 
side, without sweetness. A salad of fresh 
greens ($5.95) was impeccable, and a salad of 
fresh “spring beans” ($6.95) might have been 
even more impressive in midsummer had not 
the four varieties been so crisply undercooked. 

The chef shone on an apple-parsnip soup 
with fried carrots ($4.95). Fried carrots — 
thin strips fried nearly crisp and highly flavor- 
ful — are an inspired soup garnish and ideal 
with this white, starchy, spicy soup that leaned 
more on the peppery parsnip flavor than on the 
apple sweetness. I could imagine a cold version 
of this, too, and a winter one, and another with 
celery root... yes, Cory, more of this. Less, 
however, of the gazpacho ($4.95), which 
lacked summer-tomato flavor and was over- 
whelmed by cucumber and onion crunchiness. 
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WITH ITS elegant curtains and upscale-hip menu, Laurel splits the difference between the 


Ritz and the Tremont Street bistro zone. Below, cook Luis Castro touches up a lobster-and- 


quinoa appetizer. 


Hand-rolled potato gnocchi ($7.95) are as 
fabulous as the apple-parsnip soup, but they 
are somewhat misnamed. These puffs are so 
fluffy, and crisp where fried underneath, that 
it’s hard to associate them with the starchy 
dumplings we know as gnocchi. 

Of the entrées, I was most impressed with 
grilled duck breast ($19.95), perhaps for the 
effective seasoning 
of the boneless 
slices, perhaps for 
the triumphant 
cylindrical cake of 
lightened potato 
slices and magic 
stuff. The port- 
wine “demi” (I 
guess this is an in- 
formalism for 
demi-glace) was 
rich and savory. 
And the baby car- 
rots with stems 
were cooked to 
maximum flavor. 

Red snap- 
per ($19.95) was 
another winner. 
The fish had been 
steamed inside let- 
tuce leaves so as to meld the pieces together 
into a kind of warm terrine, and the flavor was 
excellent and clean. The underlying saffron 
sauce was effective as an option, and the six 
neatly placed mussels were both pretty and 
tasty. The vegetable was white asparagus, in- 
terestingly pencil-thin and acceptably under- 
cooked. 

The same shellfish and saffron sauce was 
more problematic in shellfish bouillabaisse with 
lobster ($24.95). The lobster was beautifully 
cooked, but the shellfish — littlenecks, cul- 
tured mahogany clams, and mussels — were 
overdone and already skimpy in their shells, as 
summer shellfish can be. The sauce was over- 
concentrated and oversalted. (Laurel doesn’t 
place salt or pepper on the table. A server of- 
fers to grind pepper at each course, but salt is 
left to the chef. This bit of attitude, though au- 
thentically French, is outmoded; people really 
do vary in their taste for salt.) 

No issue with the maplewood-smoked 
Chilean sea bass ($21.95). Despite the name, 
Chilean sea bass is a white fish with a flaky 
texture similar to cod or halibut. It is rather 
lean for smoking, but this version held the 
smoke well. The underlying squid-ink fettuc- 
cine was a contrasting purple-black, but its 








subtle flavor was obscured by a creamy sauce 
with a few mussels. 

The month’s special has been Argentine 
beef, recently a sirloin steak ($21) marinated 
in red wine. The cut and the marinade give 
plenty of flavor, but not a flavor distinct from 
a choice-grade American steak. The favorite 
Argentine way with beef can’t be imported — 
the Argies like to barbecue meat so fresh it 
hasn’t stiffened up yet, whereas the rest of the 
world ages beef until it relaxes again. Still, this 
beef is intelligently served with superb garlic 
mashed potatoes; undercooked, ultrathin 
green beans; and undercooked corn-off-the- 
cob (which is okay in August). 

The wine list is extensive and reasonably full 
in the $20 to $90 range, with fruit-emphasiz- 
ing wines from everywhere. I saw a Mirassou 
pinot noir but couldn’t find any of their superb 
recent chardonnays. The Hugel Pinot Blanc 
($25) from Alsace would probably satisfy that 
urge, but our wine was a sauvignon blanc from 
New Zealand: Selaks Marlborough 1997 
($26). What with spring vintages from the 
southern hemisphere, this is pretty new wine 
but already excellent drinking, with spicy and 
floral aromas and the flavor profile of a lesser 
Sancerre. 

Desserts are good, though compromised by 
a less-than-forceful chocolate paté ($8), more 
fudgy or buttery than bittersweet-powerful. I 
liked the cookie jar ($7), actually served in a 
glass jar with an enormous goblet of milk on 
the side! The cookies weren’t those precious 
shortbread wafers, but chocolate chip, tuille, 
oatmeal sandies, chocolate fudgies — real 
cookies. 

Just as fun was a “fresh fruit martini” ($7), 
a martini glass filled with raspberry sorbet, 
custard sauce, giant blueberries, and blackber- 
ries. Poached-pear créme brilée ($6) stuffs 
the cholesterol-killer dessert into the dieter’s 
fave fruit, making for several delicious bites. 
We had a bitter decaf that had to be sent back, 
and a good replacement. This happens a lot: 
decaf goes bad quicker than regular coffee, 
and waiters don’t seem to be trained to smell 
before they pour. 

Our service at Laurel was generally fine, at an 
early hour when the room was mostly empty. 
Generally our waitress was on top of the compli- 
cated menu and our requests. I’m getting a gen- 
eral feeling that the restaurant novelty train is 
cresting the hill these days, but I think Laurel’s 
apt neo-classicism should survive and thrive.

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Portuguese wine returns from the grave 


Vinho verite 


BY THOR IVERSON 


F SPAIN IS the favorite child of the 
Iberian Peninsula, Portugal is its forgot- 
ten and ignored younger brother. Span- 
ish winemakers have modernized and orga- 
nized their wine industry, resulting in an ex- 
plosion of top-quality wines at all price lev- 
els. But with the exception of Port, Portugal 
has long needed a kick in its oenological 
pants. 

That’s finally changing, and Portugal now 
represents one of the leading sources for 
bargains in the overheated and overpriced 
wine world. Better yet, the great majority of 
Portuguese wines are made from local 
grape varieties, providing a tasty alternative 
to a dreary world where it seems as if all 
wines were made from chardonnay, caber- 
net sauvignon, or merlot. 

Rather than launch into a geography les- 
son, I’m going to let the wines speak for 
themselves. All of the following examples 
are well worth trying. Unless I note other- 
wise, presume that the cost is no more than 
$10 to $12 per bottle (and usually signifi- 
cantly less). 


Whites 


NV Caves Messias Santola Vinho 
Verde. Very pale straw color, and showing 
even more spritz than usual for vinho verde. 
A long, creamy finish caps off a grassy fla- 
vor that is both enticing and refreshing. 

1997 Herdade do Esporao Monte Vel- 
ho. Most Portuguese whites are somewhat 
diffuse, but not this one. Highly concentrat- 
ed tangerine, plum, and apple carried by 
tart, salty acidity, and enough body to sug- 
gest that it can tolerate a little aging. (But 
will it really get much better with age? 
Probably not.) 

1997 José Maria da Fonseca Albis. If 
wine were made from lemons, this is what it 
would taste like. Add a little lime and can- 
died orange peel to the lemon fest and you 
have a simple, delicious party wine. Better 
than punch. 

1997 Quinta da Aveleda Aveleda. A 
vinho verde—style white, with a tropical, 
fishy taste reminiscent of coastal Italian 
wines. | swore to a friend that I tasted her- 
ring in this wine. Thankfully he didn’t have 
me committed. 

1997 Quinta da Aveleda Grinalda. Pale 
yellow, all lemon and light citrus in the 
mouth, with a refreshingly sour finish from 
the acidity. With shellfish sprinkled with 
lemon juice, this is outstanding. 

NV J.P. Vinhos J.P. There’s only 30 per- 
cent moscatel in this light white, but it dom- 
inates the nose with flowers and some min- 
erals. Tangy and delicate. 

1992 José Maria da Fonseca Moscatel 
de Setibal Alambre. As good as Port is, 
this highly individualistic dessert wine just 
might be its match. Deep gold, with a 
minty, herbal, Chartreuse-like nose and 
taste, finishing with candied fruit flavors. 
Probably not for everyone, but utterly 
unique in the world of wine. Expect to pay a 
bit more for this one. 


1992 Alianga Particular Palmela. An in- 
credible world-class wine, showing enor- 
mous quantities of succulent red cherries 
and strawberries in a smooth, silky package. 
Absolutely delicious. A touch more expen- 
sive than the other wines, but still a bargain. 

1995 Alianga Particular Dao. A cedary 
black and red cherry, blueberry, blackberry, 
and raspberry feast with a good deal of bit- 
ter tannin. Promises to be excellent, but 
needs a few years. 

1993 José Maria da Fonseca José de 
Sousa. One of the more serious Portuguese 
reds, with a good tannic and acidic struc- 
ture underneath blueberry, strawberry, and 
cantaloupe flavors on the palate. There’s 








also a distinct floral element, indicative of 
the wine’s terroir. 

1996 Sogrape Graso Vasco Dao. Dao is 
one of Portugal’s best wine regions, and this 
dusty, mandarin and red cherry—flavored 
wine shows why. Not unlike a cabernet 
franc—based wine from the Loire Valley, 
with a moderate dose of tannin and acidity

year or two. 

1995 Sogrape Duque de Viseu Dao. 
Anise, strawberry, and blackberry, in an- 
other tangy fruit punch for delicious, but 
early, drinking. 


1995 Caves Messias Bairrada. A bit of 


orange color suggests this wine is maturing 
quickly, so drink up. Rich, jammy apple, or- 
ange, cherry, and raspberry with a develop- 
ing animal character as it matures. A bit dis- 
jointed by itself, but great with red meat. 
1996 Caves Messias Dao. Gamey nose, 
with a grapey plum and cherry flavor under- 
cut with some chalky tannins and high acid- 
ity. Despite the tannin, a short-term wine. 
1996 Caves Messias Quinta do Chachao 
Douro. Tight, closed, almost unyielding. 
With more than an hour of air, this lurid vio- 
let wine emerges on the finish with a huge 
burst of red fruit. Definitely needs time. 
1997 Herdade do Esporao Alandra. 
Purple, herbal, and minty, with bright 
strawberry flavors and a rosé-like tartness. 
1994 J.P. Vinhos Herdade de Santa Mar- 
ta. Deep, with a slightly overripe quality to its 
brooding black cherry, blueberry, and mint 
flavors. Acidic and tangy, but still very tasty. 
1996 Quinta da Aveleda Charamba 
Douro. Red cherries and peppers on the 
nose, with a rich fruity taste and a light dust- 
ing of tannin to hold it together. A bit angular 
(needs a year, maybe?), but succulent. 
rad 
Two bits of important consumer news to 
report this month. First, the law prohibiting 
beer tastings in liquor stores has finally been 
rescinded. For those who, like me, enjoy a 
good microbrew or Trappist ale almost as 
much as wine, this is welcome news. 
Second, the civil suit brought by liquor 
wholesalers against Federal Express and 
Virtual Vineyards (a leading online wine re- 
tailer) lias been thrown out of court. This is 


the latest in a growing string of legal defeats | 
for greedy liquor monopolists, and it’s a vic- | 
tory for wine drinkers who believe they 


shouldn’t be denied access to limited-pro- 
duction wines simply because Big Liquor 
isn’t getting its (substantial) cut. The battle 
is far from over, but this is indeed a wel- 
come development. |

Beyond the pale 


| t would’ve been hard to pick a better 
weekend to throw a goth festival than the 
one chosen by Phoenix Productions (no 
relation to us) to stage their second Danse 
Macabre shindig. Running next Friday 
through Sunday, the affair 
was planned well in advance

of the announcements that 
two long-lost bedrock goth 
progenitors — a reunited 
Bauhaus, who broke up back 
when today’s goth scenesters 
were in grade school; and 
Nick Cave and the Bad 
Seeds, touring the US for the 
first time in years — would 
be playing on September 5 
and 7, respectively. The 
organizers have sidestepped 
the Saturday-night conflict 
set up by the Bauhaus gig by 
capitalizing on the veteran act’s early 
showtime at Harborlights (“If Bauhaus 
leaves you feeling just too ecstatically 
miserable to stop tormenting yourself with 








joy at 11 p.m....”) and offering $2 off that 
night’s festival-show admission to anyone 
with a Bauhaus ticket stub. Said show will 
feature the Serpenteens and creepy crawly 
punks the Brickbats (sorta like the Misfits 
with a sense of humor). 

For a genre counted out by 
the mainstream press years 
ago, there isn’t much musical 
overlap next weekend. 
Perhaps the most promising 
band to be presented by 
Danse Macabre, Faith & 
Disease, eschew the eerie 
feedback lacerations of 
Bauhaus and the Biblical 
trauma that’s become Cave’s 
enduring trademark. Instead, 
their fourth album, /nsularia 
(Ivy Records), finds a 
common ground between the 
ethereal melancholy of 4AD acts like the 
Glee Club and the minimalist indie pop of 
Low. An exercise in suspended animation, 
caught halfway between dream and flesh, 





their “Marie Don’t Sleep in Your Makeup” 
could be the iconic end-of-the-century goth 
anthem: drowsy, gentle, and sympathetic. It 
captures the spirit of goth as it’s survived 
through the ’90s: a self-contained worldview 
of gentle but broken souls with 
melodramatic dispositions, a group defined 
by their need to cling to almost folkloric 
projections of a virginal purity, to angelic 
visages as shafts of white light bisecting the 
otherwise impermeable darkness of their 
bleak lives. 

Then again, it’s not all as serious as that: 
the goths behind Danse Macabre seem like 
fun, well-adjusted people, with a keen sense 
of humor that’s displayed in some of the 
sidelines to the festival — like Saturday 
afternoon’s “Gothic Jeopardy” tournament. 
They suggest more a merry (if affectingly 
morbid) gypsy grand-guignol theater 
company who never surrender their 
costumes. 

As for Bauhaus and Cave, both are 
touring behind new best-of compilations. 
Bauhaus’s Crackle (Beggars Banquet) might 































have been more accurately titled “Yet 


Another,” with all the usual suspects (“Bela 
Lugosi’s Dead,” “Ziggy Stardust,” “Terror 
Couple Kill Colonel”) represented in 
versions taken from singles rather than 
albums. Cave’s first real career retrospective, 
The Best Of (Reprise), serves that purpose 
as well as any single disc might; the only real 
bonus for fans is the fact that Cave (whose 
love of this country’s roots music and 
folklore does not translate to a love of actual 
Americans) has agreed to tour behind it. 

Danse Macabre II — including Bitter 
Grace, the Cruxshadows, the Serpenteens, 
the Brickbats, Faith & Disease, Trance to 
the Sun, a fashion show, a classic-horror- 
film festival, and “Gothic Jeopardy” — runs 
September 4 through 6 at the Greek 
American Political Club, 282 Green Street 
in Central Square. Bauhaus play 
Harborlights, on Northern Avenue’s Fan 
Pier, on September 5; call 423-NEXT. Nick 
Cave plays the Roxy, 279 Tremont Street, on 
September 7; call 931-2000.

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Gritty in pink 


Girl power fuels this summer's movies 
BY ALICIA POTTER “I can do anything.” 


That’s the mantra of Madeline (Hatty Jones), 


the titular heroine of one of summer’s spunki- 


er box-office hits. And does she ever: this wee 


lass survives an appendectomy, tumbles into 


the brawls 
on a motorcycle, and eludes kid- 
napping clowns. No, don’t let the 
Mary Janes and the prissy straw 
hat fool you: this orphan schoolgirl 
kicks butt. 

And she’s not the only one. In 
fact, Madeline joins a veritable cin- 
ematic sorority of young female 
characters with unusual — and 
unapologetic — gutsiness. From 
Madeline to Mulan, Ever After to 
Whatever, Slums of Beverly Hills to 
The Parent Trap, the summer’s 
movies have redefined the young 
Hollywood heroine. 

This advance, however, isn’t 
necessarily about feminist enlight- 
enment. It’s about cash. Consider 
how often that zit-ripping pore 
strip ad is projected on screen 
before every movie and you'll 
understand just how coveted a 
demographic girls are. According 
to Teen Research Unlimited, last 
year girls ages 12 to 19 spent $60 
billion. 

That’s a lot of babysitting 
money, a healthy chunk of which 
lands at the ticket counter. This 
week, two girl-powered films 
appear in the summer’s testos- 
terone-heady Top 10: the remake 
of The Parent Trap at num- 
ber five and the revisionist 
Cinderella story Ever After 
at number six. Meanwhile, 
Disney’s warrior-girl 

Mulan has raked in $113 
million since its June 
release. 

Economics aside, the 
debut of several women 
directors has also meant 
more honest, more 
empowered young female 
characters. This summer 
has brought us first-time 
films from Tamara Jenkins 
(Slums of Beverly Hills), 
Theresa Connelly (Polish 
Wedding), Susan Skoog 
(Whatever), Maureen Foley 
(Home Before Dark), and 
Nancy Meyers (The Parent 
Trap). Skoog, Foley, and 
Jenkins plumbed their own 
comings of age for raw, 
semi-autobiographical 
glimpses of girlhood. “I 
wanted to show her [the 
character Anna] as realisti- 
cally dealing with the self- 
esteem issues that girls 
encounter but that often 
get glossed over in film,” 
says Skoog. “A lot of TV 
shows and films are about 
the girls we aspire to be, 
like Kate Winslet in

When feminist film theorist Jeanine 
Basinger assayed Temple’s oeuvre 
in her seminal book A Woman’s 
View, she discovered the moppet 
almost always plays an orphaned 
daddy’s girl. Without an on-screen 
mother, Shirley taps and toddles as 
a non-threatening, endlessly ador- 
ing substitute for a grown — that 
is, emotionally and sexually mature 
— woman. Just consider the scene 
from 1936's Poor Little Rich Girl 
where Temple warbles to on-screen 
papa Michael Whalen: “In every 
dream, I caress you. Marry me and 
let me be your wife.” 

Yikes. Still, classic Hollywood 
has introduced a girl or two who 
can rival today’s heroines for grit 
— minus the feverish undertones. 
Elizabeth Taylor has moxie to 
spare as the tomboy equestrian of 
1944’s National Velvet; two adap- 
tations of Louisa May Alcott’s 
Little Women 1933, with 
Katharine Hepburn, and 1949, 
with Taylor — hold up amazingly 
well. Then there’s The Wizard of 
Oz (1939), in which Judy 
Garland’s plucky Dorothy con- 
tends with a witch, a wizard, and a

Jodie Foster’s pubescent hooker in 
Martin Scorsese’s Taxi Driver 
(1976); Brooke Shields’s prepu- 
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nd of girl power that 
struggles with the awkwardness of abundant 
bustlines. 


bescent hooker in Louis Malle’s 
Pretty Baby. Simultaneously tanta- 
lizing and tragic, they’re icons of 
the male viewer’s basest, white- 
panty fantasies. 

And what of Molly Ringwald? 
The wallflower of John Hughes’s 
Pretty in Pink (1986) and Sixteen 
Candles (1984) charmed Reagan- 
era youth with her pillowy lips and 
quirky sense of style. Here seemed 
to be a girl we could relate to, an 
accessible, angsty misfit who 
posed an alternative to the 
decade’s nubile victims of stalk- 
ings,. voyeuristic fantasies, and 
clumsy seductions. Still, the fairy- 
tale endings of Ringwald’s films 
are heavy on wish fulfillment and 
light on reality. Says Skoog blunt- 
ly, “No guy in a sports car ever 
showed up to bake me a cake and 
drive me to the prom.” 

A handful of formidable female 
characters in the last decade have 
hinted at change: Heathers 
(1989), Clueless (1995), Little 
Women (1994, again!), Heavenly 
Creatures (1994), Fly Away Home 
(1996). But for the most part 
Hollywood has eyed such films as 
risky business — what’s the appeal 
for boys? Only recently, with the 
solid box-office and video success 
of Matilda and Harriet the Spy, 
and the way girls flocked to Titanic 
(one report concludes they provid- 
ed 30 to 40 percent of the film’s 
$580 million booty), have studios 
momentarily forgotten about 
catering to young males. 


THIS SUMMER’S most affect- 
ing, most artistic films don’t just 
forget about catering to 
young males — they 
unabashedly risk alienat- 
ing them. The issues here 
focus on girls’ experi- 
ence: menstruation, 
breast size, wobbly self- 
esteem. If boys can’t 
relate, tough. 
It’s a profound turning of 
the tables. But then, no 
one rejiggered the script 
of Armageddon to 
accommodate a female 
perspective (contrary to 
popular male belief, the 
appearance of Ben 
Affleck in a tank top 
doesn’t do it). “We put 
ourselves in the shoes of 
male protagonists all the 
time,” says Slums of 
Beverly Hills 
writer/director Tamara 
Jenkins. “We’ve been 
forced to in order to take 
a narrative ride.” 
One film that challenges 
the male perspective is 
Skoog’s gritty high- 
school drama Whatever. 
Anna is the type of 
dreamy, restless girl who 
doesn’t have a photo in 
the yearbook but always 
has a joint. Outwardly 
hardbitten, on the inside 
she’s unsure of her artis- 
tic talent, uncertain of 
her attractiveness, fearful of the 
world beyond graduation. When 
an older guy seduces her, he fin- 
gers the hem of her skirt and asks, 
“What are you most afraid of?” 
Anna replies, “Being ordinary.”

away from her boozily self- 
destructive friend, and accepts her 
frazzled mother not as the enemy 
but as a flawed woman trying to 
make ends meet. 

“Not everyone’s going to be the 
homecoming queen and get the 
scholarship,” says Skoog, who sets 
her film in the leg-warmer-and- 
bandanna days of the early ’80s. “I 
wanted to examine how when girls 
have insecurities about their own 
worthiness and talent, they tend to 
quit or turn inward, while boys 
blame circumstance. Women tend 
to blame themselves.” 

Sex, too, is examined from a 
distinctly female point of view this 
summer. And it’s a brazen one at 
that. Polish Wedding’s ethereal 
temptress (Claire Danes) woos the 
neighborhood boys with kinky 
come-ons; the heroines of 
Whatever and Slums of Beverly 
Hills dispose of their virginity as if 
it were a to-do list item. Yet despite 
the in-your-face attitude, these are 
poignant, resonant portrayals of 
female sexual experimentation, 
gutsy precisely because they’re so 
realistic. Indeed, behind the tough- 
girl swaggers is that well of all-too- 
familiar vulnerability. 

“I think that teenage sex has 
been eroticized in a way that’s real- 
ly about grown-ups getting titillat- 
ed by the notion of it as opposed to 
the reality of it,” says Jenkins. “We 
all know that teenage girls don’t 
usually have the most satisfying 
sex” 

Jenkins, whose boldly funny film 
deals with such slumber-party top- 
ics as bras, maxipads, and vibra- 
tors, adds that she was determined 
to show girls’ ambivalence about 
their bodies. “That’s something I 
hadn’t witnessed before on film, 
the graphic, frank depiction of the 
tug of war young women have 
with their bodies.” 

In all, a summer of rare anatom- 
ical diversity has replaced the usual 
perfect 34-22-34s. Both Weil of 
Whatever and Natasha Lyonne of 











Slums, expressive but no glamor 
gals, struggle with the awkward- 
ness of abundant bustlines. Mulan 
emerges as the first Disney heroine 
who’s not a pixellated pin-up, and 
in The Opposite of Sex and Buffalo 
66, Christina Ricci flaunts ample 
curves. 

Not every one of these films 
leaves boys to fend for themselves 
— indeed, the more commercial 
ones put their heroines in touch 
with their masculine sides for 
broader appeal. Madeline scuffles 
with the brat next door and skids 
off into a chase scene; Drew 
Barrymore’s Cinderella in Ever 
After is as skillful with a sword as 
she is quoting Utopia. Mulan, of 
course, not only acts like a boy but 
dresses like one too. Even the 
Hayley Mills Parent Trap, with a 
little finessing, could have been 
remade as the tale of twin boys. 

But this isn’t really worth quib- 
bling over. Just the fact that a 
range of girl-powered movies are 
sharing the marquee with sum- 
mer’s detonation-happy fare is 
progress. Hollywood is clearly 
rethinking what it means to be 
young, female, and courageous. 

Not that there isn’t still a ways to 
go. A long ways. Already, the 
back-to-school season — the time 
when many “serious,” Oscar-cal- 
iber films debut — hands the box 
office back to boys. Except for a 
smattering of fall releases — I Still 
Know What You Did Last Summer, 
Pleasantville, A Soldier’s Daughter 
Never Cries, and the re-release of 
The Wizard of Oz — there’s nary a 
strong young female character in 
sight. 

Yes, despite their impressive box 
office and their glowing reviews, 
these are truly girls of summer, 
gone when the leaves turn crunchy 
and their fans head back to the 
classroom. But if, as Madeline 
says, girls can do anything, then 
we can wait for the next crop of 
intrepid young heroines. After all, 
we’ve done it before. a

Director Tamara Jenkins busts out 
BY ALICIA POTTER Breasts figure prominently in writer/director 


Tamara Jenkins’s tender and vibrant semi-autobiographical debut. 


Most conspicuous are the voluptuous proportions of 14-year-old 


Vivian Abramowitz (Natasha 
Lyonne), who is snapping into her 
first bra, a Cross Your Heart that 
looks downright — bulletproof. 
Surveying her reflection in the 
dressing-room mirror, she pokes 
the two white polyester peaks of 
her bosom and wails: “I'm 
deformed!” 

Her ample chest, however, isn’t 
the only thing Vivian believes 
makes her “a freak.” It’s the sum- 
mer of °76, and her. 65-year-old 
father (Alan Arkin, in top form) is 
schlepping Vivian and her two 
brothers from one drab Beverly 
Hills duplex to another. Sort of a 
Jewish George Jefferson, he’s hell- 
bent on giving his kids a 90210 
education, even if it means the

family forgoes luxuries (like furni- 
ture). For Vivian, it’s a nomadic life 
of escalating humiliation: she’s 
poor in a glitzy zip code; her devel- 
oping chest is a family spectator 
sport, and with her mother myste- 
riously back east, it’s her crusty 
dad, Murray, who accompanies 
her on the amusing brassiere-buy- 
ing expedition. 

Enter Rita (Marisa Tomei). 
Vivian's older, pill-popping cousin 
escapes from rehab and moves in, 
opening a whole new world for the 
tortured teenager. In the male- 
dominated Abramowitz household, 
Rita’s a hyperkinetic pocket rocket 
of female energy: she spills secrets, 
speaks in gibberish, and whips out 
her “boyfriend,” a vibrator that

sounds like a single-engine aircraft 
taking off. But) when Murray 
courts an uptight, wealthy widow 
(Jessica Walter), it’s Vivian who

What ensues is a blackly comic 
coming of age in which Vivian ago 
nizes her her

Keeping Company with Neil LaBute 
BY PETER KEOUGH In this time of diminished expectations, it’s nice 


that Neil LaBute can still shock us with bad behavior. Just the premise of 


his first film, The Company of Men, was enough to distress 


more sensitive viewers: two men, 
embittered friends, conspire to 
seduce and demolish a damaged 
woman. Some decried the movie as 
misogynist; others recoiled from its 
dead-on depiction of human mal- 
ice. Most were shocked to find how 
easily they could laugh at its sour 
little abominations. 

LaBute’s new Your Friends & 
Neighbors is, for better and 
worse, more of the same. 
Expanding the cast of usual sus- 
pects from Company's scalene 
triangle to three pairs of unhappy 
men and women, LaBute sets in 
motion a prickly, demoralizing 
La ronde of sexual abusiveness 
— both of self and of others. We 
learn nothing new about the 
nature of self-loathing or mean- 
spirited manipulation. But with 
its shrewd, uncompromising per- 
formances and LaBute’s brutally 
insightful screenplay, Your 
Friends & Neighbors makes the 
obvious freshly depressing and 
hilarious. 

Jason Patric as Cary (none of 
the rhyming character names is 
actually uttered in the film — 
which makes the idea seem just 
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that much more schematic) sets 
the tone before the opening cred- 
its uncoil. His muscle-rippling 
torso gleaming with sweat as he 
engages in seeming loveplay, he 
spits out the kind of rough sweet 
talk that vainglorious studs might 
think is music to a woman’s ears. 
Like many of the film’s best (and 
sometimes most dubious) scenes, 
this one ends with a deflating 
comic twist, revealing all of 
Cary’s crass egotism and fraudu- 
lence. 

Of course, when it comes to 
fraudulence, Cary at Icast is hon- 
est about it. Not so Ben Stiller’s 
smarmy theater professor Jerry, 
who’s first seen in a_ class 
demonstration of a Restoration 
drama that is also a thinly veiled 
seduction of one of his students. 
Beneath all the lace and pow- 
dered wigs, he winkingly pontifi- 
cates, it’s all about one thing: 
fucking. 

For LaBute, the opposite 
seems the case. His characters’ 
preoccupation with sex conceals 
souls that are the flimsiest of 
fetishes. Even the simplest and

A night to 
misremember 
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Chambermaid cleans up on the Titanic 
BY PETER KEOUGH [If we can forget Leonardo, the billion-dollar- 


plus box office, and James Cameron’s arrogance for a moment, Bigas 
Luna’s The Chambermaid (which was, until last week, entitled 


The Chambermaid on_ the 
Titanic) 

is the best movie made about 
the ill-fated White Star liner. 
Rather than literalizing what 
previously could only be 
imagined, as does Cameron's 
epic, Luna’s Chambermaid 
re-creates the process of the 
imagination itself, how it 
transforms the trauma and 
banality of everyday reality 
into the consolation of fic- 
tion. Although the film defers 
to Cameron’s leviathan in 
production costs and box 
office, its treatment of the 
same themes of love, cata- 
strophe, and the redeeming 
power of fantasy is a lot more sub- 
tle and satisfying. 

That reality initially is the grim and 
grimy drudgery of turn-of-the-cen- 
tury industrialism in the Lorraine, in 
a village of sooty tenements, muddy 
streets, and a ubiquitous gray cut

A second chance at the Reject Filmfest 


“Reject Filmfest!” 


says the unashamed voice at the other end of the 


phone. I’ve got the right Philadelphia phone number to follow up on 


an intriguing item in a recent Variety. One of America’s newest film 


festivals has a unusual, slightly 
screwy agenda: showing only 
works that have been rejected 
elsewhere. 

Last year’s premiere festival in 
Philly had 2000 attendees for the 
three days of screenings. This year’s 
fest, October 15 through 17, 
promises larger crowds, an assort- 
ment of venues (art galleries, pubs, 
maybe a theater), and more than 
100 features and shorts. 

| talk with Virginia Leahy, one of 
the festival’s three co-producers. A 
Framingham native, Leahy left a 
position as a production coordinator 
for Channel 5’s Chronicle to attend 
the Tyler School of Art in 
Philadelphia. After employment as 
an associate producer on some local 
indie films, she helped jumpstart the 
Reject Filmfest 

“We're non-profit,” she answers 
the obvious funding question. 
“We're just now applying for grants 
for next year. We never want to be 
Pepsi-sponsored.” 

Leahy corrects an egregious error 
in the Variety piece: it is not true that 
movies submitted to the Reject 
Filmfest must have been refused at 


every festival they've entered. I’m a 
bit disappointed to hear her say it, 
because that would have guaranteed 
days and nights of howlingly awful 
movies. Negative fun! 

“We're not kitschy,” Leahy 
explains. This festival is seeking the 
exact opposite: good films that have 
gone underappreciated. “We want 
the best of what Hollywood is ignor- 
ing. We’re pushing the envelope for 
styles of filmmaking, selecting 
things not picked for big festivals 
like Telluride and Sundance. 
They're distribution-based; they 
offer Hollywood versions of inde- 
pendent movies.” 

So Reject Filmfest choices don’t 
have to have gone unwanted every- 
where. Still, Leahy says, “they do 
have to have been rejected some- 





where. They have to have faced 
adversity. And the filmmakers have 
to send us a copy of a rejection let- 
ter. Often we get the standard 
Sundance letter, ‘We have 1400 
applicants. Keep plugging.’ ” 

Of course, some Reject applicants 
actually have been constant losers. 
There have been despondent letters 
begging for admittance, even a rare 
epistle from a failed director’s des- 
perate mother: “My daughter’s film 
isn’t making it. Please accept my 
kid’s film.” 

Unfortunately for the wretched 
and the untalented, the Reject 
Filmfest has standards also, and a 
jury of hardened film profession- 
als. “We reject films,” Leahy says 
emphatically. “The first year, when 
we were a spur-of-the-moment 
idea, put together in four months’ 
time, we took in half the films. This 
year, we rejected two-thirds of our 
entries. But our jurors send back 
critique sheets, which are for the 
filmmakers, commenting on the 
technical aspects of the films, the 
content, and whether the film is 
going to provoke an audience 
response.

It proves a 
night not remembered, as Horty 
awakes to find Marie gone and only 
vestiges of an erotic dream remain- 
ing. Neither is it clear what hap- 
pened back home while Horty was 
away; Zoe triumphantly, if a bit 
guiltily, announces that his boss 
has given him a promotion. 

Not all is lost of his prize, howev- 
er; Horty has a photo of Marie shot 
by chance as she toted luggage on 
board dressed in her fetishistic 
maid’s cap and apron. He takes it to 
the local bar, where, goaded by his 
jealousy, by his lascivious fellow 
workers, and by a continually 
replenished glass of plum brandy, he 
begins to recount the story of the 
chambermaid, embellishing it in 
each retelling, incorporating bits 
and pieces of his relationship with 
Zoe and tawdry clichés from popu- 
lar romance. The story sparks 
something in its listeners’ drab lives, 
and though he gets fired from his 
job and alienates Zoe, crowds gath- 
er to hear it. Soon even Zoe is won 
over by the show — the bar owner 
is giving Horty a cut of his profits, 
and besides, it’s all made up anyway. 

Among those attending is Zeppe 
(Aldo Maccione), proprietor of a 
traveling theater. A specialist in cat- 
astrophes, Zeppe feels his own 
Vesuvius bit has gotten old, so he

The Reject Fest was begun when 
the Philadelphia Fest of World 
Cinema refused entry to a local 18- 
minute short, “Clay Feet,” which 
was written and directed by Robert 
DeMarco. The producer of that 
short, D. Mason Bendewald, and 
the cinematographer, Don Argott, 
were so annoyed that they became 
co-producers (with Leahy) of their 
own fest. 

“ ‘Clay Feet’ is good,” Leahy says 
— and promptly sends me a tape in 
the mail. 

I watch it: a day in the life of a 
cokehead. Argott’s camerawork is 
impressive, and there are some fleet- 
ing good moments. But do I care 
about the protagonist? Not at all.

I've read on Saving Private Ryan was 
book editor Gail Caldwell’s touch-

LE NOTTI DI CABIRIA 


Federico Fellini's 1957 classic about the misfortunes of 
a streetwalker in postwar Rome is getting a 40th- 
anniversary re-release, in a brand new 35mm print with 
refurbished picture and sound (hundreds of missing 
frames have been restored), a completely new translation 
and laser subtitles, and the legendary missing “Man with 
the Sack” sequence that Fellini cut because of pressure 
from the Church, which felt the episode showed it in a 
bad light. It’s a milestone of postwar Italian filmmaking, 
and the Brattle is giving it a full two weeks. 

Cabiria isn’t exactly Via Veneto material — she lives out 
on the road to Ostia and works the low-rent districts, 
though she’s such a tough cookie it’s a wonder she gets any 
customers. There are three main episodes: her boyfriend of 
a couple months grabs her purse and pushes her in the 
river; a big movie star invites her home after breaking up 
with his girlfriend, but the glamorous pair reconcile before 
Cabiria can even get a nice meal out of him; and a young 
man asks Cabiria to marry him, but he’s actually just out to 
steal her life savings. The “Man with the Sack” takes food 
to people who live in “caves” —— holes, really —- outside 
Rome; Cabiria is amazed at his philanthropy. It’s not hard 
to see why the Church might have taken offense. 

I keep trying to like Le notti di Cabiria; it-keeps defeat- 
ing me. For the title role Fellini cast his wife, Giulietta 
Masina, an accomplished actress who draws comparisons 
to Charlie Chaplin and Lucille Ball —- but to me Cabiria 
suggests Chaplin in his self-pitying Little Tramp mode 
and Ball at her self-centered Lucy Ricardo worst. Even 
when she snags the movie star (a feat that her ratty fur 
and bobby socks render even less credible), she treats 
him more like a trophy john than as someone who may 
need a little attention himself. Fellini might answer that 
Cabiria hasn’t any sympathy to spare — and no wonder 
given that, except for the “Man with the Sack,” the men 
in her life are all creeps. She’s the prototype hooker-with- 
the-heart-of-gold, the victim of a brutal society. And the 
ending, where a kind “Buona sera” puts the smile back

on her face, is as shallow as those in Ingmar Bergman's 
Through a Glass Darkly/Winter Light/The Silence trilo- 
gy. The film looks badly dated next to Michelangelo 
Antonioni’s effort from the same period, // grido. 

Still, Italian movies in general, and Fellini’s in particular, 
tend to have more going on than meets the eye. There 
must be something happening here, because, just like 
Cabiria, I keep trying. Ai the Brattle through September 11.

A MOMENT OF INNOCENCE 


Forbidding, fundamentalist Iran is the source these days 
of some of the world’s most innovative and subtly self- 
reflexive cinema. Somewhat derivative of Abbas 
Kiarostami’s Through the Olive Trees and his recent 
Taste of Cherry, Mohsen Makhmalbaf’s A Moment of 
Innocence still manages a few new twists in the film- 
within-a-film scenario. Twenty years ago the then 
teenage director, an anti-shah activist, was arrested after 
attacking a policeman. The policeman, now an actor, re- 
entered the director’s life when he auditioned for one of 
his films. Makhmalbaf invited him to collaborate on a re- 
creation of the incident, and Innocence re-creates that 
attempt at re-creation. 

This parallel-mirror effect does not, as you might 
expect, infinitely distance the truth — instead it breaks 
through to startling epiphanies as the artifice seems to 
take on a life of its own. As Makhmalbaf and his one- 
time nemesis — in fact a hulking yokel and a bit of a 
romantic —~ try to coach the stand-ins for their youthful 
selves into their own perception of events, chance and 
compassion intrude. Limpidly simple, the resulting film 
reconciles the adversaries and vindicates the art of film- 
making and innocence itself. At the Museum of Fine Aris.

DOING TIME FOR PATSY CLINE 


In the hilarious Love Serenade and the haunting The Well, 
Australian actress Miranda Otto demonstrated screen- 
seizing charisma and effortless versatility. She shows more 
of the same in Chris Kennedy's Doing Time for Patsy; 
unfortunately the film trics too hard to mustcr charisma 
and versatility on its own. Otto is Patsy, the flame-haired, 
dolled-up moll of struggling huckster Boyd (an amusing 
Richard Roxburgh). Tooling through. the Outback in a 
Jaguar, the two pick up cowboy-hatted Ralph (cute and 
callow Matt Day) en route to Nashville to make his fortune 
as a C&W singer.

Move over, Buffy — the 
summer’s most exciting 
vampire slayer would have 
to be Blade. Wesley Snipes

Royal pain 


Olympia Dukakis takes on Hecuba

Lear. Now, Queen Hecuba. Olympia | 
Dukakis’s less-than-carefree summer in 


the Berkshires began with the 
Shakespeare & Company ver- 
sion of King Lear (co-pro- 
duced with the Orpheum/ 
Foxborough) and concludes 
with the Williamstown 
Theatre Festival’s final offer- 
ing of the season, Euripides’s 
Hecuba. After a summer of 
sound and fury signifying 
nothing less than tragedy’s 
two most titanic sufferers, 
Dukakis could not be blamed 
were she to head into the fall 
seeking some comic relief. 
Greek tragedy is hardly 
typical summer-theater fare. 
WTF producer’ Michael 
Ritchie’s boldness in present- 
ing Hecuba is lessened only 
slightly by the fact that this is 
not wholly an original pro- 
duction. In 1995, Carey 
Perloff directed a long-await- 
ed staging of Hecuba at 
American Conservatory 
Theatre in San Francisco, 
where she is artistic director. 
Dukakis took the title role, 
Kate Edmunds designed the 
scenery, and David Lang 
composed a score to be sung 
by KITKA, an eight-woman a 
cappella group who specialize 
in the music of the Balkans. 
Joined by an otherwise new 
cast and new designers, this 
tcam reconvene in 
Williamstown to restage the 
play. The new production 
begins powerfully and haunt- 
ingly, but as the action 
unfolds it becomes ordinary 
and even a bit monotonous, 
falling short of the tragic 
dimension it invokes early on. 
Hecuba takes place shortly 
after the Trojan War. The sur- 
viving women of Troy have 
been enslaved to the victori- 
ous Greeks, whose home- 
ward-bound fleet has been 
marooned on the coast of 
Thrace. The ghost of the 
great Achilles demands his 
own war trophy, Polyxena, 
daughter of Hecuba, queen of 
Troy, as a ritual sacrifice to 
make the winds blow. No 
sooner does Hecuba resign 
herself to Polyxena’s death 
than she learns of the slaugh- 
ter of another child, her son 
Polydorus, who had been left 
in trust during the war with 
the Thracian king, Poly- 
mestor. At the news of the 
Trojan defeat, Polymestor kills 
Polydorus for the gold that 
had been sent along to pyo- 
vide for his care. No wonder 
then that in the middle of the 
play, Hecuba, the queen 
turned slave, now childless 
and homeless, her family and 
city destroyed, cries out, “I 
am misfortune itself.” 
Hecuba’s woe as a woman 
is unparalleled in Greek 
tragedy. This makes its 
enactment on a contempo- 
rary stage a heroic task.

trian statues in the 

United States, Thomas 
Ball’s 1884 tribute to George Washington, is currently enjoying a state 
of repair: George’s sword has been returned to his formerly empty grip. 
For the first time in years, the father of our country no longer looks as 
if he were pouring tea with his right hand and masturbating with his 
left. Instead, the statue packs its original ferocious grandeur which 
is not likely to last once the frat boys return in the fall and resume their 
intellectual pursuits. So hurry. 

Once you're back on the gilded thoroughfare, a visit to the Howard 
Yezerski Gallery at 14 Newbury Street is, as ever, recommended. The 
gallery has been closed for the last two weeks of the month, but an 
abbreviated version of the gripping “Icons of Soviet Photography” will 
reopen with the Yezerski on September 1. By all means, go. 

Although the Soviet images are not uniformly iconic, they're often 
startling. Yevgeni Khaldei’s Two Jews in Budapest Liberated by the 
Soviet Army, 1945, for example. The relentless, expressionless stares 
of this husband-and-wife-looking pair grow unsettling only as you 
reflect. Hungarian Jews were among the most thoroughly annihilated 
populations in the Holocaust — and yet these two appear not with 
the multitudes who went to the death camps, but on a street of their 
home city. Further, they appear unaffected by the war save for the 
stars stitched to their thick, unfrayed, fashionable coats. Only by 
degrees do you begin to suspect the reason these two look well 
groomed and well fed: they were probably collaborators, those who 
from inside the ghetto assisted in the raids and round-ups and depor- 
tations. The tunneling white street behind them, like the storefronts 
that tower on either side, have been emptied of people. The scene 
could be a metaphor for a criminal’s conscience: the vacuity of the 
visages in the foreground complements the surrounding deserted 
background. 

Ominous in an entirely different way is Lev Borodulin’s Parade, 
which dates from the 1950s. Shot from below to accentuate the mer- 
ciless muscles of the shirtless youths, the photo sets up a strange and 
foreboding correspondence between the ripples in the boys’ torsos and 
the ripples and stripes in the flags they're carrying, which are so volu- 
minous as to occupy the entire sky. It’s as if what’s above — inani- 
mate material, politically symbolic — were actually one and the same 
with the living: the identical cloned bodies, the identical square jaws, 
the unflinching steely purposefulness. And of course the marchers 
themselves are handsome, too handsome, images that hope to seduce 
us into the belief that such appealing forms couldn't belong to totali- 





tarian spirits. 

Downstairs from the Yezerski Gallery at the Chappell Gallery are 
some appealing forms you don’t have to worry about enjoying — works 
in glass by one Japanese, one Native American, and nine Czech artists. 
Low-slung as puddles, meticulous as sonnets, and as seemingly evanes- 
cent as ripples on water are the meditative pieces by Toshio lezumi. 
Sensual and cerebral at once, lezumi settles the question as to whether 
glass can be made into art. It can. His accomplishments are no less 
compelling than those of Preston Singletary, who does large, colorful 
works in familiar shapes, vases and dishes that look like a cross between 
Erté and totem poles. Similarly powerful are Mary Shaffer's marriages 
of found mechanical objects and clear glass, rust meets ice. |

The Miseducation of Fugee Lauryn Hill

Here's the one thing | learned 
about Lauryn that I could only 
have guessed from hearing her on 
CD: she is all aura. You can’t be 
in the same room with her and 
not know she’s there. To crib a 
line from a Ruth Foreman poem, 
she makes sunsets procrastinate. 
She gives rainbows a complex. 

More than a year later, she has 
her first son and we have The 
Miseducation of Lauryn Hill 
(Columbia). Let me assure you. 
Aura has never been so sweetly

Miseducation begins with 
absence. The teacher is calling 
role in front of a classroom full of 
teenagers.

father will forgive.” The life she’s 
lived includes relationships gone 
wrong, beefs with doubters, emo- 
tional revenge sprees, hard love 
lessons, and yes, a back-in-the- 
day Jersey drill-team girlhood. 
Over the bounce of “Every 
Ghetto, Every City,” we learn that 
Lauryn was “just a little girl, skin- 
ny legs, a press and curl.” You 
know her; she rode Mongooses, 
body-rocked to Biz Markie, and 
patched the same jeans she wrote 
on with a marker. 

But nothing quite prepares you 
for the unmasked intimacy of “To 
Zion,” the album’s spiritual 
bedrock. “To Zion” is not so 
much a tribute to her newborn 


about it either. Lauryn doesn’t let 
any producer of the moment get 
in the way of hearing her as she 
hears herself. The production is 
raw, clean, and_ uncluttered. 
Nothing obscures our view of the 
“rapper-slash-actress, more pow- 
erful than Cleopatra” who's 
behind the wheel at every turn. 
On both The Score and the 
Fugees’ debut, Blunted on Reality 
(recorded when she was baby- 
cheeked, braided, and 19), the 
closest Lauryn got to throwing her 
head back and singing were the 
hooks she dropped between raps 
(the exception being the “Killing 
Me Softly” phenomenon). With 
Miseducation, it’s as if she'd dis- 





her from hurting. 

The hip-hop heads are probably 
rolling their eyes by now. But 
track-skipping to find recogniz- 
able Refugee beats-and-rhymes 
equations just misses the point. 
This is hip-hop so haunted by 
70s soul that it has no choice but 
to be overcome by it (on the 
stinging “Superstar,” Lauryn 
goes after copycat MCs and bad 
boy Benjamin looters by singing 
about them). And it does have all 
the stuff of a good soul album: 
intimate love confessions, emo- 
tional self-flagellation, and the 
near obligatory slinky 
man/woman duet (enter 
“Nothing Even Matters,” a 









hushed and touching lover’s gush 
with D’Angelo that melts in your 
ears as it effortlessly conjures 
Roberta and Donny, Isaac and 
Millie, Marvin and Tammi). 

Even though Miseducation’s 
cover-sample-and-hook quotient 
represents an all-time Fugee low 
(a Toots & the Maytals nibble 
here, a Bob Marley “Concrete 
Jungle” spinoff there), it still cele- 
brates the Fugee aesthetic of the 
recycled familiar. The past is so 
present at times that 
Miseducation can seem like one 
big audio scrapbook, and as you 
thumb through it, you swear 
you've heard that melody, that 
lyric, or even that feeling before. 
Yet the loudest echoes don’t come 
from who you might expect. They 
come from soul men, especially 
Stevie Wonder and Donny 
Hathaway, whose tones and 
phrasing Lauryn has clearly stud- 
ied well. She had to tell us, “I get 
Innervisions like Stevie,” on The 
Score; on Miseducation, you hear 
it, just as you hear Talking Book 


and Donny Hathaway. 
Miseducation’s doleful  string- 
and-piano title track which 


comes complete with the simulat 
ed crackle of old vinyl for full old- 
school effect feeds off Stevie’s 
“You and I” and Donny’s “For 
You” so much, it’s a wonder 
Lauryn can still generate her own 
stirring self-revelation. “Deep in 
my heart the answer it was in 
me,” she sings. “And I made up 
my mind to find my own destiny.” 

So maybe that’s why she wasn’t 
in class that day, and maybe that’s 
why she puts her nappy-dread 
portrait on an old wooden school 
desk on the album’s cover. After 
all, the subtext of Miseducation is 
black self-education. The album's 
title comes from two classics of 
the genre: pioneering black histo- 
rian Carter Woodson’s The 
Miseducation of the Negro, which 
fingered white universities as 
black soul contaminators; and the 
1974 film The Education of 
Sonny Carson, which dramatized 
the street schooling of the 
Brooklyn writer. 

Lauryn is no longer enrolled at 
Columbia, and on her Web page 
she rationalizes choosing “life 
lessons” over campus lessons, but 
let’s hope that there’s more to the 
pre-history of Miseducation’s title 
than that. I'd rather see it as a 
patented soul-circa-black-power 
move, a remnant of black politics 
fusing with black pleasure on an 
album that quests for truthful love 
next to lines like “Why black people 
always be the ones to settle, march 
through these streets like Soweto.” 

And I'd rather assume Lauryn’s 
not in class because she’s teach- 
ing it. “Until you do right all you 
do will go wrong,” she lectures on 
“Lost Ones;” “How you gon’ win 
if you ain't right within,” she 
rhetorically poses on “Doo-Wop”; 
“Let’s love ourselves, then we 
can’t fail,” she preaches on 
“Everything Is Everything.” 

So just like that, a wise- 
beyond-her-23-years single 
mother has put “Where is the 
love?” back on the bargaining 
table. For her sake and for ours, | 
hope the rumor is true. | hope 
that a sequel to Zion is in the 
works. Falling in love with your 
life needs always to sound this tri- 
umphant. fo

SHANIA TWAIN: 
COUNTRY SPICE 


Rolling Stone’s September covergirl, 
Shania Twain, rolled into Great Woods 
last week, where it was presumably the 
fault of a nasty rainstorm that atten- 
dance peaked at just 17,300, a couple 
of thousand under capacity. Although 
legend has it that Twain's been gigging 
since she was just a wee little tot grow- 
ing up poor in 
Ontario, this is the first time the 
Nashville superstar has ever toured.

button. Still, working with hubby 
Robert “Mutt” Lange, the Nashville 
outsider whose polished-thunder pro- 
ductions once put AC/DC and Def 
Leopard on the charts, Twain con- 
quered Nashville Garth-style with ner 
1995 blockbuster The Woman in Me 
(Mercury), which won a Grammy for 
Best Country Album. And now she’s 
milking a pop crossover with Come On 
Over, a disc released late last year 
that’s currently sporting a_ single 
(“You're Still the One”) at the top of 
both the pop and the country charts. 
Like Garth — and she has more in 
common with him than with any of 
her female contemporaries, except 
perhaps Wynonna — Shania boasts a 
big-budget production that comes 
across as a corporate planning board's 
misguided concept of what rock-style 
entertainment should feel like. It was 
loud — too loud for the mix of trebly 
fiddles and guitars — and flashpots 
exploded when she kicked off the set 
with Come On Over'’s “Man, | Feel 
like a Woman” (a song featuring a 
particularly amusing use of the word 
prerogative, as in “The best thing 
about being a woman/Is the preroga- 
tive to have a little fun”). Except for 
the black drummer in ski goggles and 
the Phishy hippie chick in bicycle 
shorts on violin, the nine-member 
band, especially the beefcake bassist, 
looked like extras from Port Charles. 
As for smiling shapely Shania, she 
came on like nothing less than 
Country Spice, decked out in red and 
black leather, feeding the crowd a 
sampling of her slick specialty — 
tight sexy little hooky/hoky numbers 
kissed with female empowerment, 
like “Honey, I'm Home,” “Whose 
Bed Have Your Boots Been Under,” 
and those black pants she was wear- 
ing. But like Garth (and Spice Girls, 
come to think of it), Shania has as 
her secret crossover weapon the 
power ballad. It’s a form that knows 
no genre boundaries (urban, metal, 
country), the form that’s best suited 
to Shania’s clean, crisp, and a little 
bit naughty girl-next-door voice.

LOS CUBANOS 
POSTIZOS: 
AUTHENTIC RIBOT 


Forget any ideas about “authentic” 
Cuban music on guitarist Marc 
Ribot’s Atlantic Records debut. The 
title itself is a disclaimer: Mark Ribot y 
los Cubanos Postizos (The Prosthetic 
Cubans). Having declared himself 
fake, Ribot then proceeds with a spe- 
cialist scholar’s dedication, devoting 
the album to the seminal Cuban mae- 
stro Arsenio Rodriguez (1911- 
1972), who wrote or recorded eight 
of the album’s 10 pieces. In typical 
downtown New York pomo fashion, 
Ribot is freely adapting a genre 
even a particular composer of that 
genre — to suit his purposes (it’s 
not for nothing that he called one of 
his bands the Rootless 
Cosmopolitans). This works on the 
disc, and it sure worked at Harpers 
Ferry last Thursday, where Ribot 
was sandwiched in the middle of a 
Gamelan Productions bill with 
Burlington (Vermont) banjo guy 
Gordon Stone and UK didjeridoo 
band Dr. Didg. 

On the album and in the show, 
Ribot’s divergences from his source 
were telling. Rodriguez is credited 
with expanding the roots of the tra- 
ditional Cuban dance band to 
include congas and trumpets. Ribot 
goes for a minimalist vibe: his basic 
line-up is guitar/bass/drums/per- 
cussion. One tune on the album 
adds trumpet and baritone sax. 
Elsewhere, organ stands in for 
Rodriguez's horns and also makes a 
link with traditional jazz 
guitar/organ combos. For Rodriguez’s 
tres (a guitar with three sets of double 
strings) Ribot substitutes his own 
modified 12-string acoustic. 

On disc, Afro-Cuban cross-rhythms 
support equally rhythmic Latin folk 
melodies, and Ribot’s guitar work, 
which can rock Santana-like, takes 
off in jazzy single-note runs or 
delivers slow ballads that drip with 
translucent reverb. At its best, the 
album is hypnotic, as unpredictable 
as it is familiar (especially since 
Rodriguez's tunes are fairly fresh to 
jazz and rock audiences). 

At Harpers, the band delivered 
with rock force. The tres has a deli- 
cate sound, but it can also be quite 
percussive. Ribot slammed into an 
opening original changui — a kind 
of country-style rhumba — with 
hard chording. His amplified 12- 
string was often as piercing as his 
electric work during the night. 
Meanwhile, percussionist E.]. 
Rodriguez and drummer Robert J. 
Rodriguez drove the band with a 
variety of clave-based rhythms and 
textures, bassist Brad Jones sup- 
porting it all with his simple, danc- 
ing repeated figures. 

As for authenticity — Ribot’s 





because everything was “new. New 
songs, new shoes, new everything. 
This is the first time I’ve ever done a 
show in the round.” Proud, she added, 
because “I come from Quebec, and 
I'm very proud of it. There’s no way 
I’m going to do a show in Boston and 
not sing in French.” She did exactly 
that and was cheered for it, even 
though the two songs she performed 
were new and therefore unfamiliar 
even to the French speakers in the 
audience. 

As for pride, it’s the grand theme of 
Dion's entire English-language 
career, asserted in stately songs of 
avowed love forever, songs of unshak- 
able fortitude and permanent loyalty 
(songs that in the context of Quebec’s 
Francophone triumphalism express a 
second, political loyalty). For the 
FleetCenter fans, the enemy was not 
English but irony; and Dion, the most 
anti-ironic of pop singers, was 
cheered every time she sang one of her 
hits: “You Are the Reason,” “Because 
You Loved Me” (but without Peabo 
Bryson, with whom she did the 
recorded original), “It’s All Coming 
Back,” and the superb “All by Myself,” 
a song of personal assertion in which 
she demonstrated the determination 
that has lifted her from small-town 
Québecoise to worldwide icon. “My 
Heart Will Go On,” the Titanic 
soundtrack hit that sums up her mes- 
sage of love forever, was the concert’s 
grand finale. She sang it in period 
costume, full of majesty, and with 
enough flaunted confidence to give 
the lie to her being scared. 

Unfortunately she wasn’t at all con- 
vincing in songs that addressed other 
themes. She offered unmemorable ver- 
sions of Roberta Flack’s “The First 
Time I Ever Saw Your Face” and Frank 
Sinatra’s “All the Way”; she coasted 
through a Saturday Night Fever medley 
of Bee Gees songs, “Stayin’ Alive” and 
“You Should Be Dancing” — after 
which she sang a Bee Gees ballad in 
duet with a video of the Bee Gees them- 
selves. She also did a video duet with 
Barbra Streisand, whom she termed 
“my idol” and whose part in the duet 
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pronunciation backstage after the DIVA Il: Celine’s pride translates into 


show was more convincing than his 
on-stage patter, where he favored 
the flat-affect delivery of a savant. 
You couldn’t mispronounce the 
Spanish of Rodriguez’s lovely “La vida 
es un sueno” (“Life Is a Dream”) more 
thoroughly if you were trying. This 
fiercely intelligent artist, who’s done 
some of his best work on the margins 
of pop, also gave a clue to his emo- 
tional connection to the music when 
he translated “Como se goza en el bar- 
rio” as “How we enjoy ourselves in the 
ghetto” and added, “Very useful infor- 
mation for some of us — no doubt.”

Bob Mould'’s last waltz 
BY GARY SUSMAN Here’s Bob Mould’s own review of 


his new album, The Last Dog and Pony Show (Rykodisc): 


“I like it enough,” he says over the phone from his NYC 


apartment. “I honestly liked the last record 
[1996's Bob Mould] a little better. It was 
more personal. But this one’s the party 
record, as party as my stuff gets. It’s a good 
record, | guess. In the grand scheme, this 
one'll do. The upbeat records, I'll take "em 
when I can get ’em.” 

As the disarmingly candid singer/gui- 
tarist notes, Dog and Pony is not one of his 
wounded, introspective 
dispatches but rather 
one of the “upbeat” 
albums he has tradition- 
ally released every other 
time at bat throughout 
his career — from the 
legendary Hiisker Di 
years in the ’80s to his 
first two solo albums to 
his second great power 
trio, Sugar, in the early 
‘90s to solo artistry 
again. It’s been a long 
haul, and as its title sug- 
gests, the new CD marks 
the end of an era. On it, 
Mould plays most of the 
instruments, with help 
from drummer Hatt 
Hammon. After this 
album and the accompa- 
nying tour, which hits 
Avalon on September 
24, he'll bid adieu to 
punk rock and touring 
with an electric band, 
going unplugged ever 
alter. 

Explains Mould, “I’ve 
been in the punk-rock 
style of delivering music 
for almost 20 years. I’m 
37 now. | love doing 
what I do, but there’s a 
place and a time for 
angry, aggressive loud 
guitars with me jumping 
around and venting. And 
I don’t feel those emo- 
tions as strongly as I did when I was 20. | 
would like to put it to rest before my heart's 
not in it. | don’t want what I do to turn into 
either a lie or a parody of itself. 

“More important to me personally is 
just the amount of dislocation that hap- 
pens in my life when I put bands together 
and tour for months at a time. I lose my 
grounding, and I start to lose my friends. 
As I get older, my friends and my home 
and some sense of stability are more 
important to me than going around the 
country for five months at a time. When | 
do acoustic touring, it’s usually for 10 
days at a time, and then I come home for 
maybe 10 days.” 

In the meantime, Mould certainly hasn’t 
lost his gift for melodic, piledriving rock. 
Dog & Pony offers a reassuringly familiar, 
Sugar-y set of tunes, mixing his trademark 
roaring guitars and chiming vocal har- 
monies into sonic peanut brittle, sweet and 
satisfyingly crunchy. Whether the music is 
mosh-ready, major-key pop (“Taking 
Everything,” “Classifieds,” “Moving 
Trucks,”) or anxious, dramatic ballads 
(“New #1,” “Who Was Around,” “Along 
the Way,”), his lyrics continue to dissect 
failed relationships with a bracing astrin- 
gency. The disc’s only departure is 
“Megamanic,” where Mould raps doggerel 
over a lumbering hip-hop groove. 

“That was just a reaction to me hating 
the record | was making. | had a little 
freakout a couple weeks into the recording. 
It was all going really well, and the songs 
were great. But I just went, ‘Aaugh! Can't I 
do something else? How many times am |

going to make this record? It’s too easy.’ 
So I spent a couple days messing with 
loops and weird sounds. It’s not a parody. 
It was done in earnest. | know the rap is 
pretty weak. I was just making shit up. 
That was about the best I could muster up 
on a day’s notice. What am I going to do, 
get up there and sing about guns and 
crack? Two things I’ve never touched. But

Mould dismisses attempts to read too 
much into his lyrics, especially inferences 
about his personal life. “Obviously, these 
songs are about my world and how I see 
my world, but are they specifically about 
me? No.” 

Specifically, he has worried that listeners 
will make assumptions because he is now 
widely known to be gay. “It’s funny. Why 
wait till "94 to make a big deal about me 
being queer when everybody knew it any- 
way? It was because I finally sold a quarter 
of a million records. | hit the gossip thresh- 
old. The risk one runs is that things that are 
part of who I am become magnified to 
become my only reason for being, and then 
they overshadow my work. Like, ‘Oh, 
that’s a queer love song.’ No, it’s just a love 
song. It’s like, if you want to ask me about 
me being queer, that’s great, but don’t stick 
it on my songs.” 

Of course, Mould’s body of work might 
merely suggest to listeners that he’s in need 
of Prozac. “The biggest misconception 
people have is, ‘Oh, Bob is this dour, 
depressed guy who is dark and introspec- 
tive all the time.’ Well, sometimes, but 
everybody is sometimes. My life is actually 
pretty average and pretty dull. | have a 
knack for putting words and music togeth- 
er in an interesting way, and sometimes | 
get lucky and do it in a way that people can 
relate to. That’s what we have with this 
record. Sometimes the stories are very 
oblique, and people never find a way to 
relate to them. That was the record | made 
two years ago.”

Mr. Airplane Man’s Delta dreams 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI A rain’s peeled the edge off a 


steamy August night in the Mississippi Delta. But a two- 
piece jukehouse band are roaring on stage in Clarksdale’s 
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Crossroads bar, doing their best to put it back 
on. The slide guitar wails like a trapped 
panther. The singer shouts her blues in the 
flat-footed style that’s echoed through the 
hills below Memphis longer than buckshot. 
And the drums drive like a plow mule 
albeit one tuned to a comfortable gait by years 
of muscling through sun-baked cottonfields. 
The twist is that the band laying this down are 
just visiting town. From Boston, of all places. 
They're two 28-year-old women who call 
themselves Mr. Airplane Man. But even after 
they ‘fess up, the jammed-in crowd’s too busy 
whooping for more songs to give a shit. 

When they’re back at home, Margaret 
Garrett and Tara McManus can often be 
found in front of a certain liquor store in 
Central Square or by the entrance to the 
Harvard Square T station. These are favorite 
haunts for Mr. Airplane Man, especially 
when the rent’s due. Settled onto the side- 
walk, Margaret sings and plays an old Kay 
guitar through a battery-powered amp. Tara 
bangs the hell out of a plastic five-gallon 
pail. Their rumpled cardboard box starts fill- 
ing up with dollars as passers-by stop, taken 
by the Southern magic of Delta slide guitar 
and the sultry beat. It’s a raw, exciting, even 
exotic sound in a city where the blues is 
largely defined by musical clichés. Not only 
does it lure shoppers and tourists, it’s start- 
ing to draw rock-scene hipsters to Mr. 
Airplane Man’s night gigs in pubs like the 
Plough & Stars and Brendan Behan. 

“It all started with Howlin’ Wolf,” 
Margaret offers. Yet that’s not quite right. 
She and Tara have been friends for 18 years. 
They skipped rope together as girls and dis- 
covered punk rock as teenagers. Then, while 
Margaret was visiting Tara in San Francisco 
three years ago, they heard Howlin’ Wolf. 
Tara was already into the rhythms of Africa, 
Haiti, and Cuba. Margaret had formed the 
Sonic Youth—informed outfit Blow at college 
in Worcester. But Wolf, a gutbucket-voiced 
literal giant of the blues, rang like a bomb 
blast in their heads. 

“All we had was this crappy transistor tape 
recorder,” Tara recalls, “and we'd drive 
around San Francisco with the car windows 
up and the music at full volume. We'd walk 
around the streets with the tape recorder 
pressed to our ears all day.” 

Thus inspired, they returned to Boston 
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and set out to be a band. For Tara, that 
meant learning drums from the dirt up. 
Margaret delved into open D tuning and 
slide. Together they listened and practiced, 
and they began to write songs like the 
hoodoo chant “My Hand” and the Delta 
vignette “Rain So Hard.” This January, they 
started performing. 

What’s staggering is that they capture a 
sound rarely heard outside little Mississippi 
towns like Rolling Fork and Holly Springs. 
Their guitar, vocals, and drums combine in 
a rough-but-right mix that’s pure hypnosis 

all sizzle and body-swaying thump, 
infused with their own punk-rock energy. 
They perform a music that’s not at all about 
virtuosity or grace; it’s about bedrock emo- 
tions and getting stoned and laid, exhaling 
life’s bad air and breathing in a little freedom 
and joy . even for just a Saturday night. 
And Mr. Airplane Man’s audience is 
responding to that primal appeal. 

“I see no difference between Howlin’ Wolf 
and Iggy Pop,” says Margaret, which 
explains the slide-and-glide covers of the 
Stooges’ “I Wanna Be Your Dog” and Gun 
Club’s “For the Love of Ivy” that meander 
into their sets. “We do a million Howlin’ 
Wolf songs. We took our name from one of 
his songs; we’re like a Howlin’ Wolf tribute 
band. And [Mississippi hill country musi- 
cian] Jessie Mae Hemphill. When | heard 
Jessie Mae’s ‘Standing in the Doorway 
Crying,’ it was like seeing a picture of some- 
thing you’ve always dreamed about.” 

Those are old dreams, with deep connec- 
tions. “I’m finally figuring out that the part 
of the blues that draws us both in is its 
African roots,” Tara explains. “What I’m lis- 
tening to now is Gnawa music, from West 
Africa. With repeating bass lines and high 
falsettos, it’s the same as blues. They set up 
this repetitive thing that allows for a whole 
range of other things to happen around it.” 

“People always ask, ‘The blues is so sim- 
ple, why do you want to play it?’,” Margaret 
continues. “The real question is, ‘Why would 
I want to play anything more complicated?’ 
It’s simple, it’s repetitive, it’s heavy. That's 
what I’ve always liked in music.” &

The World Saxophone Quartet, and more 


BY ED HAZELL There’s almost always more at stake than simple 
musical novelty whenever an American musician incorporates elements 


of music from another country or culture into jazz — issues of cultural 


identity and politics. Three new 
releases by the World Saxophone 
Quartet and two of its members, 
Hamiet Bluiett and David Murray, 
on Justin Time, fuse African 
musics with contemporary jazz. 
The African elements transform 
the jazz, of course, but they also 
add undercurrents of cultural pride 
that are just as important as the 
purely power of the 
percussion. 

On Selim Sivad, the World 
Saxophone Quartet is joined by 
drummer Jack DeJohnette and per- 
cussionists Chief Bey, Okyerema 
Asante, and Titos Sompa. A tribute 
to Miles Davis, the album reworks 
familiar tunes associated with sev- 
eral periods of the late trumpeter’s 
career. African percussion reshapes 
the melody of “Seven Steps to 
Heaven” in a Murray arrangement 
that emphasizes collective improvi- 
sation. “Freddie Freeloader” rocks 
gently in an arrangement driven by 
kalimba, an African thumb piano. 
Founding WSQ members Murray,

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Bluiett, and Oliver

Green.” WSQ 
works as a jazz 
band because every 
member plays like 
a drum, and here 
the presence of 


percussionists makes the rhythmic 
roots of even the most abstract 
moments doubly clear. 

Still, there’s little on Selim 
Sivad that these players haven't 
done better elsewhere. Baritone- 
saxophonist Bluiett has released a 
flood of albums lately, and his new 
Same Space, recorded last year, is 
one of the best. This is the debut 
disc of his Same Space trio — 
Bluiett with pianist D.D. Jackson 
and percussionist Mor Thiam. 
Less gimmicky than Bluiett’s all- 
baritone band, Same Space is also 
more African-influenced than his 
Concept quintet, which recorded 
three Live at Carlos 1 CDs in 1987 
(these have also recently been 
released by Justin Time). And 
despite Same Space’s share of 
altissimo wailing, piano tone clus- 
ters, and other advanced tech- 
niques, it’s actually one of Bluiett’s 
more accessible discs (it isn’t 
nearly as dark and forbidding as 
yet another recent Bluiett Justin 
Time release, Saying Something 
for All, an outstanding 1977 duet 
with pianist Muhal Richard 
Abrams). Tracks like “Aseeko,” 
“Peace Song,” and “Jamm’d” bal- 
ance Thiam’s djembe (a 
Senegalese goblet-shaped hand 
drum) with Jackson’s potent 
gospel-blues jazz piano and 
Bluiett’s jazz-soul vamps. The 
progressive jazz elements push the 
traditional African ones; the 
African melodies and rhythms 
keep the jazz elements anchored in 
community and tradition. 

David Murray’s Creole, a collab- 
oration with musicians from the 
Caribbean island of Guadeloupe, is 
similarly celebratory. Murray, an 
"80s firebrand turned itinerant 
tenor gladiator in the classic mold 


of Coleman Hawkins or Ben 
Webster, makes a lot of albums, 
and inevitably some of them sound 
mailed in, but not this one. The 
singers and percussionists from 
the French-speaking island play 
gwo-ka, a rural form that’s the 
root of zouk, the worldbeat dance 
sensation popularized by bands 
like Kassav. Like Cuban rhumba or 
Brazilian samba, it is both great 
music and a source of cultural 
pride to the predominately poor 
and black people who make it. 
Murray cites the historical, 
political, and social analogies to 
jazz in his liner notes, and the 
affinities create a feeling of solidar- 
ity among these musicians from 
two very different cultures in the 
African diaspora. On “Gansavn’n” 
and Murray’s “Mona,” three per- 
cussionists and drummer Billy 


Hart form a deep-toned rumble of 


interlocking layers of rhythm that 
is lighter and more fluid than 
Cuban rhumba but just as densely 
layered and multitextured. 
Propelled by the drumming, 
Murray’s longer lines sail easily 
along with the flow of percussion, 
and his stepwise, choppy riffs hit 
with the sharp impact of hand- 
drum beats. 

Two duets with guitarist Gérard 
Lockel are especially memorable, 
with Lockel’s steely counterlines 
and strummed chords goading 


Murray to some of his best playing 


here. The presence of 
Guadeloupan flute legend Max 
Cilla and jazz flutist James 
Newton makes the calypso “Soma 
Tour” a real flute summit. But as 
on all these albums, it’s the sense 
of historical continuity and shared 
culture that lifts the music above 
the ordinary.

people forgot that there were two sides to the Story, a duo who were, 


for a time, among the most popular acoustic acts in Boston. 


untrained eye, it seemed that 
singing partners Jonatha Brooke 
and Jennifer Kimball had one of 
Hall & Oates, not-quite- 
equal partnerships: Brooke wrote 
all the songs, sang most of the 
leads, did most of the interviews, 
took most of the spotlight on 
stage, and eventually ran off with 
the Story name (which she’s since 
dropped). Kimball . . . well, she 
sang harmony. And probably kept 
her ego in check. 

“I would have become an 
absolutely crazy person if we'd 
stayed together, even crazier than 
1 am now,” she notes when we 
speak at Harvard Square’s Algicrs 
Coffeehouse. She’s just played a 
well-attended lunchtime show 
next door at HMV to promote her 
new Veering from the Wave 
(Imaginary Road/PolyGram).

n't writing songs or singing lead 
though we did have a strong 
presence on stage, and | did make 
up a lot of the harmonies. I still 
have a huge respect for Jonatha’s 
sound. People are criticizing me 
for writing Story-type songs now, 
as though I learned everything 
from Jonatha. Part of which is 
true, but then, you don’t learn 
everything by osmosis.” 

Both Story members have 
claimed responsibility for the 
break-up. Neither has denied that 
it was a bit rocky. “I was the one 
who quit,” Kimball now says. 
“And | didn’t quit to go solo, I just 
quit to quit. | was never physical- 
ly locked out of writing songs, but 
Jonatha’s not the most encourag- 
ing person in the world. She’s 
very focused on her own career. 
And we had a friendship, which 
was hard to walk away from. We 
were successful commercially and 
critically, so it wasn’t a good time 
to leave. But I wouldn’t be here 
now, with this album, if | hadn’t.”

Do she and Brooke still talk? 

“Everybody asks me about 
that,” she says, leaving a long 
silence. “We've had some nice 
conversations, but they've been 
few, considering it’s been four 
years. Let’s say that it’s my turn 
to step out and beat my chest and 
say, ‘Hear me roar.’ | do have 
luggage. | have baggage. And | 
have an enormous amount to 
prove.” 

She proves it on Veering from 
the Wave, which is very much a 
Story-type album, maintaining 
the eclectic quirks that endeared 
them to a not-necessarily-folkie 
audience. She and producer Ben 
Wittman, the ex-Story drummer, 
stay close to the pop/jazz inflec- 
tions of the old band, though 
without the Story’s over-reliance 
on keyboards. Like her former 
partner, Kimball deals with per- 
sonal matters in oblique, often lit- 
crary terms. And she has the

Revelations” are as ambitious as 
anything Brooke wrote for the 
Story: the first deals with family 
history, the sccond is inspired by 
that familiar rock-and-roll topic 
The Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam 
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“Kissing in the Car” sound like superior 
Nashville material, showing the influence 
of progressive tunesmiths like Rosanne 
Cash and Mary Chapin Carpenter. In a 
purer pop vein, the disc’s one cover is a 
faithful version of Crowded House's “Fall 
at Your Feet.” Although “Kiss Me in the 
Car” may be too risqué for Music Row, it 
evokes the same kind of steaminess as 
Lucinda Williams's recent “Right in 
Time.” And Kimball’s vocal here, ecstatic 
gasps and all, reminds you how much she 
brought to the Story, where she was 
always the more fiery singer. 

Unless you count a few early attempts in 
college, the songs on Veering from the 
Wave are the first she has written. True, 
the past four years have given her plenty of 
material. In addition to the Story’s break- 
up, she had the end of a marriage to deal 
with. She actually left music for the better 
part of a year to go back to graphic design, 
and she meant to stay away until old 
friends started calling her to sing back-up 
Eventually she sang on about 30 CDs, 
including albums by Barbara Kessler, 
Dennis Brennan, Patty Larkin, and Carrie 
Newcomer, who gave her part of the solo

spotlight when they toured together two 
years ago. Kimball didn’t start writing in 
carnest until she had a show booked at 
Club Passim and needed something to 
sing. Five of her current songs were writ- 
ten for that gig. 

“Part of me always wants to bop around 
the room doing catchy pop stuff, and part 
of me wants to get weird, distant and 
aching. I’m not a craftsman yet, so I’m 
most successful writing about what | 
know; and my life was full of loss at the 
time. | don’t like doing confessional 
songs, but | don’t mind making people 
uncomfortable.”

COMINGS AND GOINGS. Popular local 
bands can usually be counted on to play 
some of their best-ever sets just when 
they’re about to go through major changes. 
Such was the case when Trona performed 
their final show with singer/guitarist Mary 
Ellen Leahy at the Middle East. They treat- 
ed it like a normal gig, not pulling any 
major surprises out of the repertoire. Since 
a couple of bands ran late, they didn’t even

get to do an encore. But their roots/pop 
mix has seldom been sharper, and a carccr- 
ing “Slow Down Train” was a perfect note 
to go out on. Afterward, Leahy soaked up 
congratulations and dodged requests to 
join other bands. 

Opening the show was cx-Lemonhcads 
bassist/songwriter Nic Dalton’s current 
band Sneeze — actually a re-formation of 
his pre-Lemonheads outfit. You might 
expect Dalton to do a straightforward pop 
thing, but you’d be wrong. His set proved 
without doubt that Evan Dando wasn’t the 
only character in the Lemonheads. Dalton 
and company thrashed their way through 
quirky little tunes on the oddest of topics, 
including strip clubs and skiing. (Dando 
didn’t show up on stage as rumored, but 
Fuzzy’s Hilken Mancini did.) Song title of 
the week: “1-800-BILLY RUANE.” 

Two nights later found the Titanics 
playing the latest of their 
reunion shows at Charlic’s Tap, in a ben 
efit for former Middle East employee 
Greg Pascucci. Although they packed it in 
years ago, the Titanics seem to play near 
ly as often as frontman Nat Freedberg’s 
current band Upper Crust. And score one 
for the old school: they still sound great, 
with the usual mix of guitar snarl and

clever/snotty tunes (some of which have 
been covered lately by the likes of Fuzzy 
and Dash Rip Rock). No major surprises 
in the set (they stuck with the original 
Titanics repertoire instead of the later 
Satanics incarnation). But if you'd writ- 
ten classics like the socially irresponsible 
“Rock Hard Cock” and “Going Out of 
My Way To Be Nice to You,” you'd still be 
playing them too. 

And another partial break-up is coming 
this week: jagged rockers Chelsea on Fire 
play the Lizard Lounge Wednesday in their 
last gig with original drummer Adam 
Simha. The band will then break for a time 
while singer/guitarist Joscy Packard and 
bassist Amy work in a replacement 


MORE SKA. Bim Skala Bim’s label DVS 
Media continues to produce some of the 
classier ska compilations around, largely 
because compiler and Bim singer Dan 
Vitale has an ear for a good song and 
chooses the right tracks by the bands he 
features. Mashin’ Up the Nation, Vols, III 
and /V represent an overdue sequel to a 
pair of 1988 compilations. This time the 
two “volumes” are on one CD, with half 
going to established bands and half going 
to up-and-comers. And since Vitale had 
more ska to pick from than he did in 1988, 
this is an especially diverse batch. There's 
punk ska (Connecticut’s Spring Heeled 
Jack), traditional ska  (Strangways’ 
“Mango Man” is a Skatalitcs-styled instru- 
mental), serious ska (Mero Stylee’s equali- 
ty anthem “Evil Eyes”), and goofy ska 
(Johnny Socko’s “Hasselhoff,” which 
rhymes “Baywatch” with “bulging 
crotch”). It’s good to hear a couple of 
female singers in the mix, and anyone who 
skanks up a song from the Kinks’ classic 
Something Else album (Magadog, with 
“Situation Vacant”) is all right by us. By 
combining swing with ska, Gangster Fun’s 
“Blue Siege Suit” even rides two fun trends 
at once.

The 525th line. When we knocked WGBH's Helmut 
Lotti fundraising assault last week, all we knew was 
that Helmut was horrible; but we actually took a look 
at these shows and now we apologize for not advis- 
ing you that Helmut is hilariously horrible. In fact, his 
performances are kind of the Billy the Kid Versus 
Dracula ot pop concerts. For example, this guy (he’s 
Belgian) actually wrote lame English lyrics for the 
Grand March from Verdi's Aida. (We were laughing 
too hard to take notes, but it went something like “Oh, 
you can take it to the top./Take it to the top./To the 
top./To the top, top, top.”) 

Evidently, what with Yanni, Andrea Bocelli, and this 
guy, the European concert circuit has turned into one 
round-robin international Lawrence Welk Show.

Lotti's orchestra — complete with a permed-and-perky 
bit of window dressing on first clarinet and a statuesque 
timpanist who looked like Sheila E.'s Flemish doppel- 
ganger — seemed painfully embarrassed throughout; 
the chorus had such a restrained look, we were con- 
cerned that some of the singers were there against their 
will. The TV audience's astonishment must have been 
palpable, because halfway through the evening, 
Channel 2 modified its “thank you” gift options: for a 
pledge of $60 it sent you a Helmut Lotti CD; for $120 it 
promised to take your money but mail the album to a 
random address in another city; and for $240, it would 
send over a hypnotist to erase the show from your con- 
scious memory. 

Be ashamed — all of you. Helmut Lotti's just some 
golden-throated pretty-boy fraud no more or less dan- 
gerous than Keith Lockhart, but to play up this crap just 
to attract pledges from lonely Baptist widows borders 
on an abuse of the airwaves.

(Blue Note). Pat Martino’s big com 
mercial comeback splash took place 
last year, when a guit-star-studded 
tribute to the venerable jazz guitarist 
(All Sides Now on Blue Note) found 
him recording alongside burners like 
Les Paul, Kevin Eubanks, Joe 
Satriani, and vocalist Cassandra 
Wilson. That was fine and good, but 
on Stone Blue the 53-year-old leg 
end has all the essentials of a strong, 
cohesive jazz recording in place: a 
swift and sympathetic quartet, his 
own blinding chops unencumbered 
by others, and a handful of originals 

Martino's adventurous recordings 
fusing jazz, rock, and more in the 
1970s influenced a devoted legion of 
guitarists. Then he suffered a brain 
hemorrhage and spent years recov 
ering his memory and his guitar 
technique. Today, his touch is again 
among the most exquisite jazz gui- 
tarists have to offer: well-articulated 
without assaulting the listener, fast 
but not blurry, lyrical without resort- 
ing to cliché.

Mankind's 
saviors this time are a dirty dozen 
or so cartoonish oil-rig roughnecks 
headed by Harry Stamper (Bruce 
Willis, looking unnervingly like 
Frank Sinatra in Von Ryan's 
Express) enlisted by NASA head 
Dan Truman (a bemused Billy Bob 
Thornton) to fly a pair of space 
shuttles to the celestial intruder 
and nuke it.

Pavel 
Chukrai's film is a political allegory 
of a sort, and there are also overt 
Hamiet allusions: the boy's ghost- 
ly father appears dreamlike and 
asks for his death to be avenged. 
That's too much symbolism for 
what is essentially a modest, well- 
told melodrama. The Thiefs chief 
attraction (and probably the rea- 
son it got American distribution) is 
Philipchuk’s winning, blue-eyed lit- 
tle boy.

* *x*xTOO MANY WAYS TO BE 
NO. 1 (1997). Wai Ka-Fai is clear- 
ly a young filmmaker feeling his 
oats as he unleashes a broadside 
of stylistic mannerisms — tilting 
cameras (a key fight scene is 
filmed upside down), hand-held 
photography, anamorphic lenses 
— that create more confusion 
than clarity. Beneath the razz- 
matazz, though, is an ingenious 
“what if?” scenario: the film follows 
three variations in the fate of a 
third-rate hoodium played by a 
hangdog but game Lau Ching- 
Wan. On the wrong side of 30, 
and prodded by a fortune teller 
who advises him to go for broke, 
he decides to join up with a raffish 
friend with big plans of forming a 
triad-affiliated gang. Things go 
wrong fast as the motley bunch 
run over their erstwhile head while 
fleeing the botched robbery of a 
massage parlor. Returned to the 
original time frame, Lau’s charac- 
ter gets a second chance, and 
then a third, each time making 
slightly different, slightly more 
moral choices, but not necessarily 
ending up any better. Although 
technically overexuberant and a 
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bit heavy-handed in its humor, 
Too Many Ways To Be No. 1 is 
reminiscent of Quentin Tarantino's 
Pulp Fiction in its narrative inven- 
tiveness and bloody irony 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

* **1/2 THE TRUMAN SHOW 
(1998). Big Brother is us in Peter 
Weir's story of Truman Burbank 
(Jim Carrey), a young man who 
seems to have it all — a desk job 
selling insurance, a radiantly smil 
ing Donna Reed-like wife, Mery! 
(Laura Linney), and a toy-like 
white-picket-fenced home — until 
he discovers that his entire 30- 
year existence has been a TV 
show broadcast 24 hours a day 
and watched by billions. It's a trib- 
ute to Weir's shrewd narrative 
instincts that we don't get to shake 
off The Truman Show's nightmar- 
ish implications: his deft balancing 
of point of view compels our iden- 
tification with the hapless hero 
even as it implicates us in the con- 
spiracy that confounds him 
Ultimately, though, it's Carrey who 
grounds the film, drawing on his 
antic id as the artifice of his world 
unravels.

(1996). Japanese director Yoichi 
Higashi’s Berlin Film Fest Silver 
Bear winner is a flashback story 
about the postwar country child- 
hood of identical twins Seizo and 
Yukiho, who grow up to be gentle, 
kindly painters. As third-grade 
boys, they are spirited young ras- 
cals who act up in unison like 
Japanese versions of that disrup- 
tive, anarchic, old-time comics- 
page duo the Katzenjammer Kids 
The film is fetchingly shot, with a 
watercolor, picture-book texture to 
match the story, and there's an 
oddly fitting score of madrigal-like 
music performed by the Caterina 
Ancient Music Ensemble.

Set in 
the Mild West of Brittany, Manuel 
Poirier's film follows the misad- 
ventures of Spanish-born shoe 
salesman Paco (James Grodin 
look-alike Sergi Lopez) and 
Russian-born hitchhiker Nino (an 
elfin. and engaging Sacha 
Bourdo), who first meet when 
Nino steals Paco's car. Paco gets 
picked up by Marinette (Elizabeth 
Vitali) and they fall for each other, 
but Marinette orders Paco to leave 
her for three weeks to determine 
whether they really love each 
other. So after Paco bumps into 
Nino again and puts him briefly in 
the hospital, they wind up spend- 
ing the three weeks on the road 
together, experiencing farcical 
encounters with a chainsaw, an 
Ivory Coast émigré in a 
wheelchair, and several attractive 
women who are inexplicably 
attracted to them. Although the 
badinage is at times forced and 
the pace at times listless, Western 
offers its share of warmth and wis- § 
dom before riding off into the sun- 
set.

**x WILDE (1998). In Brian 
Gilbert's brocaded bio-pic, 


Stephen Fry is all heavy-lidded 
insouciance and bulky lust as the 
enormously popular 19th-century § 
dramatist and purveyor of bon 
mots, Oscar Wilde. Though mar- 
ried he outs himself and falls in 
tempestuous love with a beautiful 
but spoiled boy toy, Lord Alfred of 
Queensberry, a/k/a “Bosie” (Jude 
Law). Infuriated by the affair, 
Bosie’s brutal father (The Ful 
Monty's Tom Wilkerson) accuse 
Wilde of sodomy, and the play4 
wright rear-ends his accuser wit 
a famously ill-fated libel suit. Fry’ 
Wilde is equal parts flamboyance 
and fragility, a tortured soul who 
melts at the sight of downy yout 
but grieves for his jilted family; 
Law's Bosie, however, is such a 
bratty narcissist, it’s hard to see 
why Wilde risked all for him. No 
surprise that the pair's pillow talk 
spills with eloquence, or that their 
arty sex scenes break up the 
film’s educational tone. Still, this 
tale about the genius of paradox 
presents its own curious puzzle 
how a life of such epic passion 
and tragedy can have so little 
emotional pull.
